Known as TouchWiz, this interface is constantly evolving 
and expanding - just like the Galaxy hardware - to serve 
up fresh new lip-smacking features that are much more 
than mere gimmicks.

S amsung Galaxy devices are controlled by a front-end touch 

interface created by Samsung called TouchWiz. This user interface 
(Ul) differs from the device's operating system (Google's Android 
OS) in that it relates to how you control and interact with the device, as 
opposed to what runs and powers the device itself 
Although the Android operating system provides access to a wide 
range of familiar Google apps and services - such as Maps, Gmail, 
YouTube and Play Store (for all of your app needs) - Samsung's 
TouchWiz user interface bolts on additional apps and services to make 
your Galaxy device even more intuitive and easy to use. These include 
gestures to help you control your device using motion and hand 
movements, Samsung-exclusive apps and services such as S Planner 
and S Health (not available on the Tab), plus an additional source of new 


apps (including many extra Samsung apps that don't come pre-installed 
on the device) in the form of the GALAXY Apps service. The upshot 
is that with a Galaxy you get far more control over your device than 
through the Android operating system alone, and a quick glance at your 
Galaxy's Settings section confirms this. Here you will find options to 
control your device with one hand, heightened security measures in the 
form of Finger Scanner (which lets you perform tasks such as unlocking 
your device and paying for services through PayPal) and Air View, which 
lets you preview text and magnify images by hovering your finger over 
them on the screen. So rather than just supplying the power and tech- 
specs under the hood, Samsung also provides additional innovation 
on the face of your Galaxy device to make using and controlling it as 
natural and effortless as possible.

A Samsung Galaxy can be as easy to use 
or as advanced as you want it to be. 
There is a myriad of apps pre-installed 
on any Galaxy device and these will give you 
access to many different functions, but behind 
all of these is a rich and varied Settings app 
that gives you the opportunity to customise 
the device to make it truly your own. 


The Connection section of Settings lets 
you deal with Wi-Fi, Bluetooth and NFC (Near 
field communication). Plus, you can also beam 
files to friends via Wi-Fi Direct in an instant. 
Keep digging and you'll find the Data Usage 
options (Fig 1), which are handy for monitoring 
activity on your device and understanding 
which apps pose the biggest drain. These 


features are often useful, but they are not for 
everyone, so we would suggest taking some 
time to experiment with everything that is on 
offer and to only pick the features that you 
find suitable. 

The Battery option in the System section 
will break down your usage by app and 
service (Fig 2), and this can then let you adjust 
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Settings

your usage so that you can use your device 
for as long as possible between charges. The 
Security option in the System section lets you 
encrypt data on an external SD expansion 
card and even your entire device by requiring 
a password each time you turn it on. When 
you consider how much personal data you are 
likely to carry on your Galaxy, these options 
make perfect sense for any device that is 
mobile. Storage space can be managed with 
ease thanks to the useful breaking down of 
what exactly is using your memory (Fig 3). You 


Galaxy device to complete your setup. You can 
even link your Dropbox account. 

As you will discover, the Settings screen is 
lavishly laid out and presented, with an at-a- 
glance column of options to the left of the 
screen (which is broken down into sections 
such as Personal, Accounts and more). This 
gives way to the main options for the selected 
setting in the main window to the right. You 
may discover that the layout changes with 
each new system update, but the options 
that are featured are universal across all Galaxy

can also update your Galaxy software when 
changes are available through this useful 
section - which is good to know when you 
want to get the latest operating system. 

The User and Backup section feels bare 
in comparison to the rest of the Settings 
app, but it will give you access to all of the 
communication you require. You can set 
up email accounts from multiple providers, 
activate your most used social networks and 
even manage corporate accounts through 
this screen. All of your personal data can be 
backed up and Samsung also offers a range of 
online services that work seamlessly with any 


devices (although some may be missing 
certain functions and gestures sported by the 
phones) - so you'll generally be able to get 
around them with ease. 

We will take you through the steps you 
need to take to enable the important settings 
on your Galaxy and offer more information on 
some that will not seem obvious or which are 
hidden beneath layers of options. There is a lot 
to explore in the Galaxy Settings and it is likely 
that you will not get close to managing all of 
them, but if you can cover the main areas, you 
will have a device that will work exactly as you 
need it to. Let's get started with Settings.

Learn the basics of Galaxy ownership 


1: Connect to Wi-Fi 

Connecting to Wi-Fi from a Galaxy tablet is very straightforward. Pull down 
the notification panel and, if it isn't already listed in your Quick Settings, tap the 
Wi-Fi symbol. After that, wait for the device to scan all available networks, which 
may take some time. When you find the one you want to use, tap it and then 
enter your password, at which point it should show 'Connected' in the listing. If 
you ever have problems with the connection you have set up, tap it again, tap 
Forget and repeat the process. Most of the time, however, setting up a Galaxy 
to connect to a wireless router should be a one-time process for it to work 
continually in the future as every router or hotspot you connect to should be 
remembered for automatic connections later on.

2: Enable power 
saving 

Scroll through settings until you find 
Power Saving Mode. Flere you will 
be presented with an option at the 
top which you need to tap to enable 
the mode. You can now choose from 
two options below, one for CPU 
performance and Screen output. Each 
of these will have a different effect 
on the power efficiency and you may 
need to play around with the choices 
to see which ones fit your particular 
usage. It is most useful to enable 
when you are running out of power 
and have no charger access. 



3: Change your 
wallpaper 

Changing your wallpaper is easy on 
a Galaxy. From the home screen, tap 
the Menu key and then select 'Set 
wallpaper'. Choose which screen to 
set and then decide if you want to 
use one of your own photos or one 
of the included choices. Remember 
that live wallpapers will use extra 
battery power, but of course they 
do add a lot of depth to the home 
screen experience. Make your choices 
wisely and feel free to change your 
wallpapers often to make your device 
feel new all of the time. 


4: Check your storage space 
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1: An obvious option to choose 

Go to Settings and select the Storage option 
near the bottom of the page. 



2: Breaking down all of the data 
You will now see the storage space displayed 
in sections to show what is using the most. 



3: View even more storage detail 

Tapping on any section will either open a 
related app or present even more information.

5: Secure your device 



1: Locate lock settings 

Go to Settings>Personal 
and tap on the 'Lock screen' 
option. This is the first option 
in Settings you should visit 
when setting up a new 
Galaxy device because it will 
help you to keep all of your 
information safe in case it's 
lost or stolen. 


2: Screen lock 

At the top of this screen you 
will see another 'Screen lock' 
option to enable. There are 
other options available here 
for you to play with, but this is 
one you should only need to 
set up once then leave alone 
forever. Tap on it to choose a 
lock method. 


3: Choose a method 

In this screen you can choose 
exactly which method to 
use for your unlocking your 
locked device. Everything 
from the Galaxy recognising 
your face to a simple 
password is available, but 
for this tutorial let's use the 
Pattern option. 


6: Back up and reset 
your Galaxy 



1: A slightly hidden option 
In Settings>Backup you will see 'Backup 
and reset'. Tap it. 
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2: Time to back up data 

Tick the 'Back up my data' option and 
the process will begin. 



4: Enter a lock pattern 

You now need to enter a 
pattern with your finger by 
swiping between the dots. 
Once complete, the process 
needs to be done again to 
ensure that the new pattern 
has been recognised by your 
Galaxy device. Make sure it is 
a pattern you will remember.

A backup PIN will also have to 
be input twice at this stage 
just in case you forget the 
main unlocking pattern.

Although the gestures themselves 
may take a little while to grasp and perform 
smoothly, they will definitely prove more useful 
the more you use your tablet device.

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15: Accessing your cloud 

The Cloud option in Settings lets you view and 
manage your Samsung cloud account. Tap on 
'Storage usage' to see how much of your total 
allocation you have used, and by tapping 'Sync 
settings' you can see which aspects of your 
Samsung account will be synced to the cloud. 
Simply tick and untick the boxes to set the sync 
settings. The Backup settings let you set Auto 
back up to automatically back up your data to the 
cloud without you having to lift a finger. Again, 
you can also set which aspects of your account 
to back up to the cloud. Backing up is an essential 
practice because if your device is lost or stolen 
you will have the peace of mind that your files are 
safely stored in the cloud and can be restored to a 
new device by tapping the aptly-named Restore 
option in the cloud settings. You can also link your 
Dropbox account in cloud settings.

T he Play Store app connects you and your 
Samsung Galaxy directly to Google's 
digital entertainment and app store. This 
provides you with all of the apps, movies, TV 
shows music, books, magazines and games 
that you could possibly want to download to 
and access from your Galaxy device. 

Content in the Play Store is broken down 
into each of these main product types: 

Apps, Games, Movies & TV, Music, Books and 


Newsstand. Tap on a main category to view 
all of the available content within it. Each 
category window provides you with details on 
the latest releases, content recommended for 
you by your friends as well as dozens of other 
subcategories to help you find exactly what 
you are looking for (Fig 1). App categories 
include games, business, communication, 
education, sports, weather and more. You 
can also browse for apps by popularity and 


by their rating from other users (Fig 2). An 
app's information window provides you with 
thumbnail images of the app in use as well 
as showing you how many people have 
downloaded the app to date. The download 
count alongside the rating system will give 
you a good idea of the quality of an app. Each 
app comes with a detailed description of 
itself as well as information on all of the latest 
updates and fixes. Below this you can read 
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Fig 1: The Editors Choice category is full of recommendations

detailed user reviews of the app as well as look 
at more apps by the same developer. Tap the 
bookmark icon in the top toolbar of an app's 
information window to save it to your Google 
Play wishlist (Fig 3), which can be accessed 
via the main left menu. From the information 
window, you can also share an app via any of 
the sharing apps that you have installed on 
your device. 


There are several apps that come pre- 
installed on your Samsung Galaxy device that 
are compatible and interlinked with the Play 
Store app.

You can also pay for 
apps and products using PayPal by signing 
into a PayPal account during the payment 
process. There is also an option for using a 
Redemption code, which can be provided to 
Google users as a gift.

To purchase an app, begin by browsing through the various categories presented at the 
top of the Play Store. You can also search for apps by keywords if you have a good idea 
of what you're looking for. From the results list you can tap on the three-dots menu icon 
found next to the app's title. If you know you want the app then you can buy it straight 
away from this menu. Tap on an app's title to open its information window, then tap 
on the price icon to begin your purchase. Tap Accept to accept the app's permissions. 

Tap Buy to continue. You will then need to input your Google account's password. Tap 
Confirm once done. As soon as the payment has been successful, the app will install 
itself onto your device.

B y default, your Tab should have the 
Play Movies & TV app pre-installed. 

In a nutshell, this app lets you stream 
purchased/rented movies and TV shows on 
the fly. In fact, you have access to a wealth of 
movies and selected TV shows that for the 
most part are presented to you in a familiar 
interface, since the app is more of a front-end 
for the Google Play Store. However, as an 
added bonus you can use the app to access 
your locally stored personal videos as well. 

Of course, you may be wondering what the 
benefits of utilising this app are when you can 
simply buy movies in physical format or tap 
into other cheaper streaming services such as 
Netflix. Well, the main benefit is that you get 
access to a wider range of current titles and it 
also uses a pay-as-you-go structure, so you are 
not tied down to a monthly fee. Additionally, 
any movie or TV show rented or purchased 
from the Store - using your Google account - 
can also be accessed from other devices you 
own, including iOS ones. 

Better still, the movies will remain linked 
to your account so you won't have to worry 
about storing them or suffering from faulty 
discs. Plus you can even download the movie 
or TV show for offline viewing if need be. 

On top of this, selected titles feature 'Info 
cards' which pop up when you pause the 
video. The info cards can contain information 
about an actor, their related films and even 
what song is playing in the background. You 
can find out if a movie or TV show has a card 
by viewing the 'Additional Information' section 
at the bottom of the item within the Store. 
This section will also tell you the rental period 
if you decide to rent the movie instead. 

The main tutorials here will guide you 
through some of the app's core features, such 
as searching a range of popular TV shows or 
tapping into the share and wishlist functions. 
Sharing is a great way of telling friends about 
a particular movie or show, while the wishlist 
function enables you to add titles that you 
may want to see/buy later. You can also use 
the interface to manage these afterwards.

oogle's Play Music app is designed 
to let you play all of the music you 
download to your Galaxy, but to also 
help you discover new tracks and share them 
with others to offer inspiration. You can make 
purchases after you have previewed them 
and it all works seamlessly with your Google 
account to ensure there are no barriers in the 
way of the discovery and collection process. 
The app blends the online shop perfectly with 
an offline player and then bridges the gaps 


by letting you play purchased music without 
even downloading it. 

We will guide you through the process of 
purchasing songs and albums, sharing your 
likes and then dealing with the music player 
itself. A lot of work has been put into making 
the app feel as natural as possible and it is 
likely that you will be able to use many of the 
features without much instruction, but every 
little helps and we hope to open your eyes to 
the huge array of musical entertainment that is 


on offer here. Indeed, Play Music is really very 
advanced in many ways and encompasses 
all of the music features that you will likely 
need and this is what sets it apart from the 
rest. If you have a Galaxy device and enjoy 
your music, Play Music is the perfect solution 
to keep you listening on the move. The only 
real choice you will need to make is to decide 
which tracks to download and which to 
stream, but you do have control over your 
Galaxy's storage this way.

Listen, share and stream music 


1: Share songs in Play Music 


The familiar sharing icon is 
always available in Play Music 
for you to share songs or 
albums with friends over any 
installed app or service that 
supports sharing. Simply tap 
the icon, choose the service 
you want to use and then the 
recipient.

In this guide we showcase how to download and read books with the Play Books app 


G oogle's Play Books app enables you 
to find eBooks and then purchase/ 
download these to your Galaxy Tab 
device - it's the equivalent to Amazon's 
Kindle app. Similar to that, any books that are 
downloaded from the store (a feature we will 
discuss in the tutorial) are then locked to your 
Google account so you can download the 
same book on other devices, including iOS 
ones or even via a computer web browser. 

A bonus is that as you start to read books, 
the position is automatically synced across 
these devices, so as long as you are logged 
into the same account (and have a Wi-Fi/data 
connection) you can pretty much continue 
from where you left off. 

In terms of purchasing, another key feature 
is the ability to download from a range of free 
books and samples. The samples are useful 
to download first - if you are looking to buy 
a book -as they do provide a snippet of the 
contents; so you can try before you buy. 

When it comes to reading books, the 
biggest benefit of the digital age is that 
you can store literally thousands of titles on 
your Samsung Galaxy device and take them 
anywhere with you. At night you can even 
read books in lower light conditions, thanks to 
the device's backlight. 

In the tutorials, we touch briefly on some 
of the benefits of the app interface, such as 
navigating through your book and adding 
bookmarks - these work like a physical 
bookmark in that they will help you return to a 
page you were looking at previously. However, 
the bookmarks function goes one step further 
because you can add multiple bookmarks and 
jump quickly between them. 

Finally, we would recommend exploring 
the long-press function of the app for extra 
options. For example, long-pressing the 
screen will allow you to highlight words, add 
notes or even (with an internet connection) 
tap into a thesaurus or translation mode. This 
is particularly useful if you are unsure of what 
a word means or if the word is not in your 
native language.

lay Newsstand is a dual-purpose app that 
brings a raft of news headlines to your 
Galaxy throughout the day and which 
also lets you subscribe to digital magazines. 
This method of presenting two streams of 
reading material actually works very well 
and means that whenever you have some 
spare time to catch up with the news or 
read a favourite periodical, you simply need 
to tap the icon and dive straight in. You can 
customise all of the news sources to just the 


ones you prefer, but you will likely find that 
you discover many more thanks to the way the 
app pushes the main headlines to you. Indeed, 
if anything there are almost too many sources 
and so you may need to curb your natural 
instinct to consume as much as possible. 

The news section of the app is designed 
for accessing multiple times during the day 
and works as a more logical alternative to the 
browser, which is of course a way into the 
vastness of the internet. 


For digital magazines, Newsstand helps you 
to quickly subscribe to new titles, build up a 
library of reading material and perhaps most 
importantly, consume complex magazine 
pages with ease. There are subtle navigation 
tools built in which let you read only the text, 
zoom in to specific articles or gain an overview 
of what the paper version looks like. It caters 
for all scenarios and we will take you through 
all of the main areas of the app so that you can 
make the most of Play Newsstand.

1: Share a magazine with friends 

Search for a magazine in the 
Magazines section of Play 
Newsstand and when you 
tap on the title you will be 
taken to the Play Store listing 
for it. Tap the sharing icon at 
the top to bring up a panel of 
options, then tap the service 
you want to use and complete 
the process. It takes seconds 
to share any title or single issue 
with friends. 



2: Browse for news and magazines 



The news in the Newsstand is broken down by 
publication or topic and you can dive straight in 
and start reading whenever you want to catch 
up with the latest happenings. It is constantly 
updated, always relevant and presented 
perfectly for any Galaxy screen. For magazines, 


you will need to tap the search icon after 
hitting the Magazines option to find titles, and 
you can search by name ora vague topic. There 
is a huge range available so you should always 
expect to find everything you need. The search 
interface is also very easy to use.

he Google Play Store dominates the 
world of Android apps and it is available 
on all Galaxy devices, but Samsung has 
an alternative which offers some surprises and 
an experience that is equal to, if not better 
than, the more popular option. 

You will see the GALAXY Apps icon nestled 
on the home screen and upon opening it you 


will be given the opportunity to set up a new 
account. No matter which type of account you 
use, access to thousands of high-quality apps 
will immediately be available. You can use the 
navigation bar at the top of the main interface 
to go to the various sections, but there is also a 
handy search function. When you have found 
an app you are considering downloading, you 


will also be shown a selection of similar apps 
and other solutions from the same developer 
(Fig 1). This means that no matter what you 
are looking at, the app is designed to help you 
discover new apps that may be worthwhile to 
you at every available opportunity. 

If you imagine that GALAXY Apps is like 
another store that offers the same thing

as its rival, then you will be able to take full 
advantage of it. You can easily compare 
pricing between the same apps on both 
stores, which will almost always be worth 
doing because each store offers different 
discounts at different times. We found many 
popular apps discounted or even reduced to 
free in GALAXY Apps. So if you shop around, 
just as you would do for anything else, you 
may be able to grab yourself a bargain. The 


two stores also have to compete, which 
potentially causes a general lowering of 
average prices, so everyone wins. 

As with all app stores, the main problem 
will always be the sheer volume of solutions 
available, which can make it tricky to navigate 
and choose which app is best for you. 

The Wishlist function lets you simply tap a 
bookmark icon at the top of the screen when 
viewing any app to create a simple list of 
potential purchases for you to consider (Fig 2). 
You can easily delete any of the apps in your 
wishlist or keep them there in case they are 
discounted in the future, but either way you 
will never forget about interesting apps. Read 
on and learn how to shop with confidence. 


Throughout the GALAXY Apps experience, 
similarities to the Google Play Store will be 
noticeable, and this is actually an advantage if 
you are familiar with it. Dealing with updates 
is done in an almost identical fashion (Fig 3), 
so is perusing apps by category or getting 
recommendations from Samsung. Indeed, 
when you download an app or game from 
GALAXY Apps it will look exactly the same as if 
from Google Play and you can delete the app 


through the standard Galaxy settings if you 
so wish. 

We will take you through all of the main 
areas of GALAXY Apps and the features to look 
out for, plus offer some insight into setting up 
your account and dealing with updating apps. 
Despite the fact that Galaxy devices come 
preloaded with many apps, the third-party 
solutions available are what ultimately make 
any Galaxy smartphone or tablet able to do 
almost anything you want. From console- 
quality games to tools that you will use every 
day, GALAXY Apps offers them all - often at 
very low prices. The more you use GALAXY 
Apps, the more flexible and usable your 
Galaxy device will become. 


Ways to pay 

Pay how you want to 

Open the main menu in GALAXY Apps 
and then select Settings>Payment 
methods. You will now be offered two 
options: 'Credit card' and 'Gift cards and 
vouchers'. If you select credit card, you 
will need to enter all of the standard 
information, but remember that you 
could potentially be making multiple 
small purchases on it in the future. The 
gift card and voucher option is naturally a 
more secure choice.

1: Search for new apps 

When you open GALAXY Apps you can search for any app in a number of ways. First off, 
the main home screen will display some recommended apps or app categories for you 
to browse and see if anything takes your fancy. Tapping the magnifying glass in the top 
bar will allow you to search for an app by its name. Type the title you're looking for into 
the bar, and your Galaxy will display results that match what you have typed. These will 
often be ordered based on the most popular apps related to the word or phrase you 
have typed. By tapping the square list icon in the top right of the home screen, you'll 
be presented with a colourful list of app categories. Scroll through these and select the 
category you're after, then see what apps are on offer.

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2: Organise and filter 
your searches 

On the main home screen, you'll be 
presented with three tabs: Best Picks, 
For GALAXY and Top. The Best Picks 
screen presents a selection of app 
recommendations for you to peruse. 
For GALAXY is a little more specific, 
with apps grouped by subject such as 
'office use' and so on. Finally, the Top 
tab allows you to filter results based 
on most downloaded, most recent, 
and by price. Unfortunately, you 
can't really drill down much further 
currently, and these filters aren't 
present within the category searches. 



3: Create a Samsung 
account 

Tap the three-lines icon in the top 
left-hand corner to bring up the main 
menu. Tap Settings and from there 
you'll be presented with a number of 
options. Under the General heading, 
select the Account option. If you 
are already logged in using your 
Samsung account you'll be able to 
view your profile and edit any details 
if necessary. If not, you'll be able to 
sign up for a Samsung account, which 
will then open up all the wonders 
of GALAXY Apps and much more 
beyond the app. 


4: Remove a Samsung app

Music tabs

W e remember when the music side 
of mobile devices was merely an 
afterthought, and it's probably one 
of the reasons why people had a separate 
MP3 player to get their music fix. However, the 
roles have now reversed slightly and the music 
player built into Samsung Galaxy devices is 
a capable performer for storing and playing 


back music. Granted, the model of your device 
is still key, in terms of how the music sounds 
via the speakers, but with a respectable pair of 
headphones and enough storage you will still 
be rocking out to music - on the bus, while 
running or simply chilling out - in no time. 

The tutorials here are based on the 
Samsung Galaxy Tab 3, but the app is pretty 


much the same as other Galaxy devices; it's 
only been cosmetically altered and a few 
of the terms have been changed, such as 
the Tracks tab is now called 'Songs'. On the 
whole the app provides plenty of features 
for handling your music. For example, those 
tabs are a key part for not only gaining quick 
access to tracks - based on album title or artist

- but they also reveal some of the advanced 
features. One of these is called Music Square 
(Fig 1) and the best way to describe this 
function is it allows you to select music from 
your library based on a given mood. For 
instance, you may want some chill-out music, 
so you can simply tap a square next to the 
Calm header and hope the Music app delivers. 

Another way the app can enhance your 
music is by using the Playlists function. Most 


is the large full-screen player that displays 
large album art in the centre of the screen and 
a series of playback controls at the bottom. 
However, the playback controls can also be 
accessed from the Android notifications bar 
at the top of the screen or via the lock screen 
- the latter is particularly useful if you want 
to access music on the move, plus it can help 
reduce battery drain. Speaking of playback 
controls, these consist mainly of the standard

people will be aware of how these work, but 
for those who don't a playlist is basically a 
collection of music from your library that can 
be grouped together to effectively create your 
own custom album, with only the music that 
you want to listen to being played. 

Of course, we have mentioned the above 
features but you may be wondering how to 
get the music onto the platform in the first 
place? There are several ways to do this, as 
highlighted in the 'Importing music' boxout 
on this page (including how to retrieve 
missing album art). 

When it comes to playing back the tracks, 
the app also has several versions of its default 
play-back controls. The most notable of these 


forward, rewind and pause/play buttons. Plus 
some advanced functions such as shuffle, 
which randomises the music, and repeat. 

Alternatively, you can use the new S Voice 
app (device dependant) to control music 
playback such as changing tracks (Fig 2). 
However, we will be discussing another 
advanced option in the 'Listen to your music' 
tutorial later. 

Additionally, from the default player you 
can quickly access the equaliser function (Fig 
3), which Samsung now calls 'SoundAlive'. The 
equaliser will dynamically adjust the music 
output and this works best with a pair of 
headphones as most of the options will be 
available to you (plus it adds more immersion). 


Importing music 

Get music into the app 

The standard method of importing music 
is to plug in your device via USB and then 
locate a folder on your computer with 
music in it, copy and paste this into the 
Samsung's music folder. If you do this 
via Windows 8, for example, it will also 
convert music to the device's correct 
format. Mind you, we recommend 
downloading Album Art Grabber from 
the Google Play Store. 
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Listening and handling music tracks 


1: Listen to your music 

After opening the Music app, select a tab - Tracks, for instance. From here you can tap 
on a track or use the 'Shuffle tracks' option at the top to play through the list randomly. 
Both options will bring up the standard playback controls (rewind, play etc) to control 
the music. These controls can then be accessed from the previous screen by pressing 
the Back button. Alternatively, you can bring the notification bar down or access them 
via the lock screen. The standard player also provides a handy album track list icon at the 
bottom-left corner or you can use the repeat icon above (tap until a T appears) to loop 
the track. You can also listen to your music with your headphones and tap the in-line 
call/answer button to pause/play music or double-tap the latter to change tracks.

2: Create playlists 
for your music 

To create a custom playlist (of all 
your favourite tracks), you first need 
to tap the Playlists tab from the 
main interface and select the 'Create 
playlist' option at the base. You then 
need to give your custom playlist a 
name (eg 'Gym Workout') and then 
tap OK. From the resulting screen, you 
need to tap the '+' icon at the top to 
add music from your Tracks, Albums 
or Artists tabs. Once this is finished, 
simply tap on Done and the playlist is 
now created and accessible from the 
My Playlists section. 



3: Use the Music 
Square feature 

An alternative way of listening to 
music is to launch the Music app 
and from the top row of tabs, select 
Music Square. As the name suggests, 
a square will now appear with the 
words 'Passionate', 'Exciting', 'Joyful' 
and 'Calm' dotted around the edges. 
The premise here is to tap initially on 
a square nearest to your mood and 
the app will then start to play the 
track it feels matches your request. 
Alternatively, you can tap on a square 
from say 'Calm' and then swipe up to 
'Exciting' to get a mix of results! 


4: Set track as an alarm tone 
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1: Pick your preferred music track 
Tap the menu button and then choose the 
Alarm tone option from the list. 
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2: Select track 

Now select the song that you would like to use 
as your new ring tone.

1: Bring up equaliser 

First plug in your headphones 
(provides all features) and 
then start to play a music 
track of your choice. Once 
this track is playing, tap the 
volume icon at the top and 
then look for the 'Sound 
Alive' equaliser icon below 
and press this. 



2: Set to Auto mode 

When you get to the main 
equaliser screen, you will 
see a large list of presets 
based on different styles and 
genres of music. By default 
the equaliser should be set to 
Auto as this provides a well- 
balanced sound scope for all 
types of track. 


3: Create custom 

By all means try out the 
alternatives to see what works 
best for the music that you 
listen to, but if you would like 
to create a custom EQ based 
on your listening preferences 
then scroll down through the 
list of presets and then select 
the Custom option. 




4: Adjust the levels 

A set of EQ controls will now 
appear on the screen. Press 
and hold on the various 
sliders and then move them 
up or down to adjust he 
sound. If you aren't happy 
with the results then simply 
tap the Reset button to start 
all over again. 




5: Extended options 

While on the Equaliser screen, 
tap on the Extended tab at 
the top and you will be able 
to go to town with adjusting 
the bass, reverb, room size 
and the clarity of the sound. 
There is even a 3D option to 
select which can really bring 
your music to life. 



6: Hear the difference 

When you have finished 
making your adjustments, tap 
on the OK button twice to 
back up to your music library. 
Now you can start listening to 
your music the way you want 
it to sound.

he default Video Player app on the 
Galaxy Tab is ideal when boredom relief 
is required, as it allows you to play back 
compatible videos that you've recorded from 
your camera or imported to the phone. Hint: 
For tips on the import process, check out the 
Samsung Link/Kies sections of the book (page 
148 and 154). 

While we don't want to get too technical 
here, the Video Player only supports a set 
number of video formats/codecs. However, if 


you import a video, from say a Windows 8 PC, 
it'll provide the option to convert it into the 
correct format if needed, which is a nice touch. 

Once videos are on the tablet, you will then 
find an intuitive interface that's split into two 
tabs: Personal and Devices. The Personal tab 
holds your videos, but what's cool here is that 
they're displayed as animated thumbnails, so 
you get to see a preview of the content before 
you play them. Additionally, if you long-press 
on a thumbnail, you can tap into the main 


menu to rename the videos or do some 
editing on ones captured with your camera. 

The Devices tab, on the other hand, enables 
you to stream videos that are stored on 
Samsung Link-enabled devices, such as a PC. 

During video playback you also get some 
nifty features, such as being able to output 
the display to Samsung Link-enabled TVs or 
tap into a Picture-in-picture (PiP) function 
which allows you to view the video inside 
another app. 
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Video Player 


Playing back and editing videos 

1: Play your videos 

Within the Personal tab section 
of the app, select a thumbnail 
to begin playback. From here, 
tap the screen lightly to bring 
up the standard playback 
controls: volume, pause/play 
and fast-forward/rewind (skip 
to another video). Additionally, 
at the bottom-left corner you 
have a scale icon which allows 
you to adjust the video to the 
screen's dimensions. 



4: Trim and share 
recorded video 



1: Select recorded video 

From a recorded video, tap the three- 
dots icon and then Edit>Video trimmer. 


2: Use pop-up play within an app 


Select one of your thumbnail videos to start full-screen playback and then lightly touch the screen 
and tap on the bottom-right icon (two square symbols with an arrow). The video will now shrink 
to a small window and start to play. 

At this point you can press the Flome button and launch another app and the video will 
continue to play in its mini window. 

You can tap the window to pause playback or close the pop-up via the top-right 'X'. Likewise 
you can pinch to zoom to alter the window size or use your finger to rearrange its position. To go 
back to the full-screen view, simply double-tap the window.

3: Adjust the equaliser 

During playback, tap the screen 
and via the three-dots icon (top 
right), choose Settings. With a 
pair of headphones plugged in, 
you can then select SoundAlive 
to pick different equaliser 
profiles, such as 'Virtual 7.1 ch' 
surround sound. This will 
dynamically adjust the sound 
quality and would be ideal for 
action films! Tap Done to save 
your preference. 







2: Trimming the video 

Next use the left and right bars to adjust 

your trim length. Then tap Done. 



3: Saving the new video 
When prompted, give the video a name 
and then choose OK to trim the file. 



4: Sharing the trimmed video 

Long-press on your thumbnail and from 
the top-right menu, choose 'Share via'. 
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S amsung's Group Play app allows multiple 
devices to connect with each other 
wirelessly. Within a Group Play session 
you can share files, music, video and photos 
across devices as well as play games against 
each other. All of this is done via a Wi-Fi Direct 
connection, which means you don't need a 
Wi-Fi router or cellular connection to use it. 
Samsung devices such as the Galaxy Tab are 
able to create a closed-circuit Wi-Fi Direct 
connection between each other to be able to 
transfer data. Note that when running a Group 
Play session, any standard Wi-Fi connection 
that you have will be turned off. 

Once you've set up a Group Play session, 
any Samsung devices within close range to 
your device will be able to join your session. 
When a new device joins a session, you will 
be sent a notification informing you of this. 
Open the Group Play app, then tap on the 
participants icon in the top-right corner of 
the app to see who is currently present in 
the session. You can also look for Group Play 
sessions in the app's main screen, where any 
available sessions will appear. 

When running a Group Play session, you 
can share videos across multiple devices, 
even splitting the video across up to five 
screens. You can also create a stereo effect 
by playing a song across two devices. Group 
Play is all about sharing, collaborating and 
playing with others. Group Camcorder is 
the most recent addition to the Group Play 
app. This tool lets you view the camera of 
other Samsung devices. As the director of a 
Group Camcorder session, you can switch 
between cameras and create your own short 
film. When sharing photos in Group Play you 
can turn on drawing mode, which lets the 
different participants of the session doodle 
and sketch over a shared image. This can also 
be done with documents. 

Group Play gives you and other Samsung 
users an innovative playground to challenge 
each other to multiplayer games and to share 
between yourselves your favourite music, 
videos and photos.

Y ou will likely be familiar with the Chrome 
name because Google's desktop 
browser and operating system are 
incredibly popular nowadays, but the mobile 
Chrome browser is just as effective and usable 
as its big brothers. It is a free download from 
the Google Play Store, but it should already 
be pre-installed on your Galaxy device, ready 
to use. Webpages within it are rendered 
accurately and look like cut-down versions 


of the originals with all of the imagery and 
content intact. 

You can keep multiple sites open at the 
same time using tabs (Fig 1), which are 
displayed in thumbnails so that you can 
navigate between them without even thinking 
about what you are doing. Bookmarks can 
be stored and organised with ease using 
the simple star icon and highly usable 
bookmarking interface, and you can even 


synchronise all of your browsing activity 
between the mobile Chrome browser and the 
desktop version. It all works just as you would 
like it to and this becomes apparent when you 
switch between the desktop and your Galaxy 
device. The experience feels almost identical in 
everyway, apart from being a little smaller. 

The benefits of Chrome go much deeper 
as well, with the ability to ensure that you are 
browsing in private using the incognito mode 
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Fig I: You can keep as many tabs as you require open at any one time

and a myriad of settings that let you adjust 
how cookies, pop-ups and protected content 
are dealt with (Fig 2). The fact that you are 
using a mobile browser makes no difference 
in terms of your security requirements and 
it is always advisable to be safe rather than 
sorry. Google has set the bar quite high in 
the default settings, but it is always worth 
checking them to make sure they suit your 
particular needs. 


Since the Chrome app takes advantage of 
your Google ID, this means that it can work 
with many other aspects of the Galaxy's 
Android operating system. From keeping 
detailed records of sites you have visited 
(Fig 3) to letting you add home screen 
shortcuts, it is all covered. The searches 
you undertake will also be available in the 
desktop version of Chrome through syncing 
via your Google account, which makes it 


ideal for research projects and those times 
when you are switching between devices to 
get a complicated task completed. Google 
has mastered the online experience and it is 
shown off well in on a Galaxy device. 

Google has purposefully designed the 
Chrome browser to let the web content 
shine through and this cleverly hides much 
of the complexity, so we would advise to 
have a good look around the app. The more 


you explore the settings menu and options 
available (Fig 4), the more likely you are to 
gain the most benefits. It is unlikely that you 
won't find what you need in Chrome and 
actually more likely that you will be surprised 
by everything on offer. It is an example of 
how a mobile browser should be designed to 
maximise the user experience while bringing 
all of the advanced features that power users 
will want with optimum efficiency. 


Use autofill 

Chrome reads your mind 

The autofill feature utlisises all of the 
intelligence Google possesses thanks 
to the firm's search service and brings it 
right to your Galaxy tablet. As soon as 
you start to type a word, suggested web 
addresses will be shown for you to tap 
and open immediately. Likely matches are 
ranked by popularity and your browsing 
history will also be factored in, which 
means that the suggestions are uncannily 
accurate time and time again. Even 
better, start typing a question or phrase 
and the sentence will be completed for 
you in a list of suggestions.

Understand Chrome's added features 


1: Browse the web with Chrome 


Chrome is designed to offer the best possible mobile web experience on any 
Galaxy device. It can handle complex websites with ease, but is also capable of 
rendering mobile sites in an instant to give you the best of both worlds. Once 
you have opened the app, all you need to do is type the web address in the 
top bar and the page will be rendered full-screen for you to navigate as normal. 
You can keep multiple pages (tabs) open at one time by tapping the small icon 
to the right of the top search box and then navigate through any of them with 
one further tap. Also, you can request desktop sites for pages that naturally 
display mobile alternatives by tapping the Menu key/icon and then selecting 
'Request desktop site'. A quick look through the Settings in the Chrome app 
will also offer many customisations that you can make to ensure the experience 
feels right for your needs.

T he Internet app is a highly capable 
mobile web browser that offers a 
professional-looking interface and 
just the right number of features to make 
the interface look clean without ever being 
crowded. Your decision as to whether you 
choose Internet or Chrome will likely come 
down to how reliant you are on Google 
services. The synchronisation options in 
Chrome are especially useful if you are often 


jumping between a desktop computer and 
your Galaxy. There are also other areas which 
Google has used to make Chrome a very 
versatile option. You should not, however, 
discount the Internet app completely because 
it has a lot to offer and may just be the mobile 
browsing solution you prefer. 

It can cope with standard mobile pages, 
as well as complex sites when you tap the 
Desktop view option (Fig 1), and both take full 


advantage of the Galaxy screens they run on 
to offer a rich experience. Every single aspect 
of webpage technology is covered and you 
will very rarely find a site that you cannot 
view in its entirety. It is the very essence of a 
fully featured browser that just happens to be 
smaller than normal ones found on desktops 
and laptops. You can take the experience even 
further by saving long web articles to read 
when you do not have access to an internet

connection. You can also then manipulate 
the viewing options to suit the device you are 
browsing on. Tabs are, of course, supported 
so that you can keep multiple pages open at 
the same time. You can also navigate pages 
in detail and highlight text that is relevant to a 
project you are working on. 

You do not need to worry about security 
either because the Internet app's Incognito 


mode (Fig 2) will enable you to browse in 
complete privacy when you are undertaking 
sensitive online tasks. It works alongside 
standard mode by using tabs and, when it's in 
use, the Incognito mode is invisible. The list of 
options in the app continues with the multibar 
and others that you may not even discover in 
normal use. 

As with most Android software, the focus 
is on providing options that can be tailored 
to suit the vast majority of users, but with 
the settings hidden (Fig 3) so that they do 
not interfere with the main focus, which is to 
browse whenever you want to.

There is one further point to consider with 
this app and it is something that may not look 
like an advantage at first. The fact that the 
app and the way it works predates Chrome 
means that it has been fully tested over many 
years by millions of users. This gives it great 
compatibility with all popular web standards 
and you have the opportunity to look for and 
find add-ons to enhance it even further. The 


app is like an old friend who is proven to work 
well, and it is likely that you will be happy 
with everything it offers. Ultimately, it displays 
webpages in an identical manner to other 
Android browsers like Chrome because 99 
per cent of your time will probably be spent 
looking at and navigating webpages. The 
differences may not be too important to you. 

One final thing to consider is the way the 
app handles sites when you are using mobile 
data, and we can confirm that it is quite frugal, 
which is an advantage. If you have a low data 
limit you may want to do some research to see 
which app works most efficiently for you.

Multi Window

1: Surf with the Internet app 

The Internet app uses touch very well and is predominately designed around helping 
you view and surf multiple pages with little effort. All you need to do to begin searching 
for any page or topic is to start typing in the search field at the very top of the screen. 
The page will be rendered perfectly and on some sites a mobile view will be presented 
by default. If you tap the Menu key and then select 'Desktop view', the page will 
immediately reload in its desktop form and you can then decide which works best 
for that particular site. You can zoom in and out by pinching or double-tapping on a 
column of text to read it full width. Once you know the simple gestures required, you 
will be able to navigate extremely quickly without considering what you are doing.

2: Use tabs to open 
multiple pages 

To open more than one webpage 
at a time, tap the '+' icon at the top 
of the screen. This will let you open 
a new webpage while keeping the 
other page open in the background 
as a tab.

You can also close 
tabs by tapping the 'X' icon on the 
respective tab.

For example, you can allow the browser 
to preload high-confidence search results in the 
background, allow the browser to preload linked web 
pages in the background and even disable the option 
to display images in webpages. You can reconfigure 
these options if your web connection improves and 
resume browsing the web as normal. 



10: Visit the labs 



One of the best things about the Internet 
app is that the developers aren't afraid to 
try new things and fling them out into the 
marketplace. This allows users to try these 
new developments out for size to see if they 
work effectively. The Labs section in Settings 


is dedicated to this feature. Simply tap on it 
and any new features that are currently being 
developed will be listed. The example here is 
the Quick Controls feature, which lets you swipe 
your thumb from the left or right edge to open 
quick controls and hide app and URL bars.

Prioritise your emails

n the past, in order to send or receive emails, 
you would be anchored to an office desk or 
forced to drag a heavy laptop around with 
you when out in the field. Fortunately, in the 
modern era there are no such hassles as a 
data-equipped smartphone or tablet can take 
care of all of our communication needs. The 
Samsung Galaxy Tab and its siblings certainly 
fit nicely into this category, and they feature 
two email clients by default in order to send/ 


receive the aforementioned emails. The first of 
these email app clients should be recognisable 
straightaway, as it's the mainstream Gmail app. 
There is a good chance that most people will 
have a Gmail email address set up already, 
especially if you have tapped into the Google 
Play Store or any of the other Google services, 
such as the social media app, Google+. 
However, in the tutorials here we will show 
you how to set up a new account for use 


with the Gmail app, just in case you have not 
jumped on board yet. The main reason for 
the two apps is that the standard Email app 
- which is ideal for power users and makes 
sending emails effortless (Fig 1) - can be used 
to set up alternative email accounts, such as 
corporate (eg Exchange), private (eg BT) or 
standard domain names. This way, once your 
private account is configured, you can send 
and receive personal emails from your Galaxy

device, format emails by adding bold effects 
or attach files (documents/photos), set up 
desktop-style signatures for outgoing email 
(ie contact details) and even configure sync 
schedules so your emails are only collected at 
the times that are most convenient for you. 
This will also help in terms of cutting down on 
data costs and battery drain. 

You can also use the Email app to receive 
your messages from your Gmail account, but 
for this guide we will be sticking with the core 


Gmail app to showcase what this can do - 
which, as you'll discover, is quite a lot. 

Firstly, the Gmail app tends to group all 
the received emails by date (Fig 2) and uses a 
series of thumbnails next to the sender's name 
to boost visual appeal and make them stand 
out from the rest. Gestures can also be used 
to great effect, allowing you to navigate the 
interface and emails with swipes. For example, 
you can swipe right or left on a message to 
archive it. 

Of course, like most email clients, the 
inbox can become saturated with loads of 
emails, but Gmail has several additional ways 
of helping with this. For example, selected 


emails are automatically grouped by Social 
or Promotions labels; a little colour coded 
icon will denote this on the front page if 
they meet certain criteria, then they can be 
accessed away from the actual inbox. You 
can also manually swipe emails to bring up 
the archive option. Archiving does not delete 
the emails, it simply removes them from the 
inbox, and they can be viewed in the 'All mail' 
label afterwards. Flandy if your inbox is often 
clogged up. 


Labels (which are essentially folders), as 
Google calls them, are one of the primary 
means of organising your emails (Fig 3). 
However, unlike a traditional folder (which is 
a physical location), a label is just that: a tag 
that can be used to search for the relevant 
email. We touch base on this feature in the 
step-by-step tutorials (see tutorial 16 on page 
69) The only snag is that unlike the Email app, 
you can't create new labels from within the 
Gmail app interface - this has to be done in a 
mobile/desktop browser. 

In this guide we will get you accustomed to 
using both apps and outline the many great 
features that they provide. 


Save emails to 
your device 

A look at saving emails 

The Email app has a handy save function 
which can archive the emails away from 
the inbox. The save process places the 
emails into a folder which you can access 
to back them up to another device - such 
as a desktop PC. Before you save emails 
they must first be fully downloaded, then 
you can click on the menu icon within 
the email itself and select 'Save email'. 
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"Both default Galaxy email clients provide a 
useful platform for managing your mail" 
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How to set up the standard Email app 


1: Add an account 


With a working internet connection, launch the Email app and, when prompted, 
enter your email address and password. When you tap Next it will then start to check/ 
configure the Incoming/Outgoing server settings. If successful it will take you to a sync 
screen, but we cover this process later in the guide so just tap on Next for now. Note: if it 
fails to detect your settings during setup, you'll need to enter these manually and at this 
point it's best to contact your ISP for that information. Likewise, you may need to contact 
them for username and password assistance. Finally, you can input a more meaningful 
name for your account and any outgoing email messages. The latter will help people 
recognise you better. After tapping Done, you will be taken to your inbox.

2: Write an 
email message 

From the main interface, tap on 
the pencil icon in the bottom-left 
corner to create a new message. 

You can now enter the recipient's 
email address in the To' field box; as 
you type, it automatically pulls over 
the closest match from your address 
book. Once it is in place, tap the 
subject line and enter something 
meaningful. Finally, select the body 
section to type your message. Note: 
you can tap the small arrow at the 
side for formatting options. Tap the 
envelope icon at the top to send. 



3: Attach files 
to an email 



Within an email you can either tap 
on the large paper clip at the top or 
bring up the formatting bar within 
the message body and use the image 
icon to 'attach' files. With the paper 
clip method you can use 'My files' to 
attach documents or even use 'Maps' 
to include a location map, which may 
be useful to the recipient in terms of 
directions. Photos can also be added, 
but remember to adjust the image 
size if the photo is too large as unless 
you are on Wi-Fi, the data sending/ 
receiving costs can be high! 


4: Create a signature to enhance your outgoing emails

1: Manage accounts 

From the main interface, 
tap on the menu button 
and choose the Settings 
option before tapping on 
your account name.

4: Set peak days 
Once you have enabled the 
Peak schedule option, you 
can move down to the area 
where you can set your peak 
days. Next all you need to do 
is just tap on the 'Peak days' 
circular icons to adjust the 
period and, just below that, 
set the specific peak time 
period as well. 



2: Set sync interval 

Next, tap on the Sync 
Schedule option and then on 
Set sync schedule. This option 
is used to tell the app when 
to collect email from the ISP/ 
server; eg 'Automatic (Push)'. 
Note: the shorter the time 
interval, the bigger the drain 
on data and/or the battery 
life of your device. 



5: Set sync period 

Now go back to the main 
Sync Schedule screen (the 
previous screen) and from 
here you can tap on the 
'Period to sync Email' option. 
This allows you to set how 
many days' or weeks' worth 
of email to keep within your 
local email inbox. No longer 
will your inbox be clogged.

3: Add peak schedule 

You might want to choose to 
set a different sync schedule 
for during the working week 
and the weekend. First you 
need to toggle the 'Peak 
schedule' option to on (put a 
tick in its box). Next, choose 
a schedule time to suit your 
needs in a similar way as you 
did in step 2. 



6: Limit retrieval size 

From the same 'Sync settings' 
screen, you can also click on 
the 'Limit retrieval size' option. 
This allows you to set how 
large - in terms of file size, 
like megabytes - incoming 
emails can be. This is useful 
if you are on a minimal data 
contract and need to ensure 
that you stay within limits.. 


6: Enable email 
notifications 



1: Select your email account 

From the inbox, tap the menu button, 
Settings and select your account. 



2: Go to Notification Settings 

Now tap on your account name and 
scroll down to enable notifications. 
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3: Adjust notification sound 

Tap on 'Notification sound' and then 
select the sound for the email alert. 



4: More settings 

Tap on 'More settings' to see options to 
tweak your server settings and more.

7: Create a new

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1: Head to your settings

8: Send a message to 
multiple people 

In the main inbox view, tap the round red pen 
icon to compose a message. To add recipients 
you need to tap on the To' box. As you type, 
the email address will start to find compatible 
results from your contacts. You can keep using 
the To field box to add more recipients, but it's 
better to tap the arrow and use the Add Cc/ 
Bcc option. This way the recipients are added 
as a carbon copy, or a hidden one using the 
Bcc option. 




9: Organise your 
Gmail messages 

Gmail automatically organises the emails 
you receive by date and highlights unread 
messages in black. However, you can long- 
press on a message and then use the mail 
icon to change its state at any time (for 
example by re-highlighting it to remind you 
to read the message again). Alternatively, the 
long-press function provides the option to 
delete messages or to access the main menu, 
from which you can move messages to one 
or multiple labels (covered in a later tutorial). 
These are then accessible from the top-left 
icon, or you can swipe the screen from the left.

10: Mark important 
messages 

Within your inbox you can tap on the star next 
to a message to flag it as a favourite. But if the 
message is vital you can also long-press on the 
message and choose 'Mark as important' from 
the main menu icon. Once you have done 
this, messages will have a yellow arrow next 
to them to indicate their importance. You can 
view them away from the inbox by tapping on 
the Primary icon at the top and selecting the 
Important label. 
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12: Archive unwanted 
email messages 



1: Quickly archive your emails 

From a conversation list, you can swipe 
the message across to archive it. 
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2: Quickly undo your mistakes 

You can quickly tap the Undo icon to 
reverse the change you just made. 


13: Customise your Gmail 



1: Access Settings 

From the primary inbox 
view, tap the top-left 
corner icon, scroll down to 
the bottom and choose 
the Settings option.

2: No sender image 

From the next screen

14: Manage messages with label folders 



1: Log in via browser 

Head to www.google.co.uk in 

your mobile browser (such as 
Chrome or Internet) and tap 'Sign 
in' at the top. Now log in with 
your Gmail account details to 
access your Google account. 




2: Switch to desktop view 
Once you are logged in, tap the 
top-left More icon, then Gmail. 

At the next screen, click the left 
drop-down menu and scroll to 
the bottom of the page and 
select Desktop. 




3: Add your own label 
On the left side, select 'Edit labels' 
and on the next screen you have 
a space to add your own label. 
Select the box, type the new 
name for the label and tap the 
Create option. 
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4: Use multiple labels 

Sign out ( on the top right) and 
return to the Gmail app. From the 
inbox, long-press on a message 
and tap on the three-dots menu 
icon. Then choose the 'Change 
labels' option. 



5: Select new label 

A list of the available labels 
appears. Select 'Notes' and the 
new label that you have created 
and click OK. Note the email will 
now have 'Notes' and 'tempstore' 
next to it. 


6: Access new label

menu icon. You can then scroll 
down the list on screen to view 
the emails found within the 
previously assigned labels. 


7: Move label from inbox 
Back in the inbox, long-press the 
same message. This time choose 
the 'Move to' option and select an 
available label. This will remove it 
from the inbox but still keep the 
'Notes' label. 


8: Assign notifications 

In the new label, tap the three- 
dots icon and then tap 'Label 
settings'. Enable the 'Sync 
messages' option at the top so 
you can assign notifications to 
your label. 
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15: Delete emails with 
Auto-advance 


Gmail will normally dump you back to the inbox 
every time a message is deleted. This can be 
tiresome if you have a large number of emails that 
you want to delete. Of course, you can long-press 
on each email in turn and use this method to 
multi-delete, but there is a better solution. First, 
head to the Settings>General Settings option (via 
the top-right corner menu). From here, look for the 
'Auto-advance' setting and tap on it. Three options 
will now appear, asking what you want to do 
when a message has been deleted. So change the 
default option to 'Older' for argument's sake. Now 
when you delete a message, it will automatically 
move you on to the older message; therefore 
you can keep tapping on the delete icon to your 
heart's content and not once have to be forced 
back to the inbox.

16: Search your emails 



1: Utilising search 

From your primary inbox you 
will find the search icon (a 
magnifying glass) at the top 
of your screen. Select this and 
you will be prompted to key 
in search criteria. To start with, 
try to search for a single word, 
like a topic or place. 


2: List of results 

As you type the word, it will 
automatically produce a list of 
applicable results below. Tap 
on the match closest to your 
word and a series of emails 
that contain this word will 
then appear below for you to 
browse through. 


3: Search by sender 

Tap on the search icon at 
the top once more and this 
time type in a sender's email 
address. Again the email 
address will automatically 
appear in a results list. Select 
the contact to see the results 
below your search.

K ids Mode on the Samsung Galaxy Tablet 
allows children to make the most of 
the device without compromising their 
safety. The user interface is presented in a 
colourful way that they will find fun while the 
standard functionality included provides a 
comprehensive and also extensible foundation 
for their use of technology. After installation, 
photo and video viewing, photo and video 
recording, sound recording, drawing and voice 
manipulation apps are included, as well as the 


ability to interact with the bright characters 
and surroundings within the Kids Mode 
interface itself. 

A 'Kids Store' enables parents to download 
apps that have been specifically approved by 
Samsung for use on the device. Both free and 
paid apps are available. Parents can also install 
applications by other means such as the Play 
Store and approve them for use in Kids Mode. 

Newly added applications are initially shown 
on the screen as unwrapped presents, which 


then reveal themselves with a cute sound and 
animation when clicked by the child. The idea 
is that a parent can gradually 'gift' the child 
new apps and games within Kids Mode on a 
regular basis. 

Kids Mode is designed so that it is 
impossible for a child to exit the application 
and thereby accidentally view unsuitable 
content or change the settings of the tablet 
itself. Access is controlled using a PIN code 
defined at initial setup.

Adding additional content 

1: Enabling photos and videos 


By default, children in Kids 
Mode have access to only 
photos and videos that they 
create themselves.

The easiest way 
to do this is using the Kids Store, which can be accessed using the icon in the Parental Control 
interface (accessed using the 'hand holding' icon in the bottom right of the main screen). In 
addition, apps installed from other stores can be enabled, removed or reordered using the 
'Applications' icon.

3: Setting a playtime limit 


The daily playtime limit for 
Kids Mode is disabled after 
first installation, but it can be 
configured using the icon in 
Parental Control mode.

aper Artist is the follow up to the smash 
hit Paper Camera application, which 
allows users to take images with their 
camera while applying various artistic effects 
in real time. The Paper Artist app is different 
in that effects are not applied in real time and 
are instead applied after the fact, allowing 
more detailed tuning and manipulation as 
well as being able to switch between different 
effects after the picture has been taken. This 
also gives you the ability to load images from 


your gallery or image service such as Dropbox, 
rather than being limited to new images. 

Over 40 original artistic styles are included, 
ranging from watersketch and oil painting 
to felt pen and mosaic. Different filters work 
better on different images but you're sure to 
find something suitable from those offered. 
The best results are normally achieved in 
bright images with contrasting colours - 
images taken at night or in poorly lit rooms 
don't fare quite so well with many effects. 


Over 20 different frames are included in 
the Paper Artist application (each with 3 
different sizes), which can be applied to your 
image either at its original aspect ratio or in 
a cropped form, ideal for sharing to social 
networks (a 1:1 crop is included for use with 
Instagram for example). Loading images from 
the gallery doesn't affect the original copy 
- any versions you save when finished or at 
points throughout your work won't overwrite 
the original. 
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Getting started with effects 

1: Load your image 


To start, tap the green icon of 
2 sheets of paper. This opens 
up a menu with 2 options - 
the first is to load an existing 
image, the second is to open 
the Paper Artist camera. When 
choosing an existing image, 
you can select from the suitable 
apps on your device - Gallery, 
Photos, etc. The app's camera is 
quite basic, it may be better to 
use your phone's main camera. 



2: Apply your first effect 



After you have selected an image that you wish to apply effects to, it will be loaded in the main 
view screen with the last selected effect or default effect applied. This is a good time to try out the 
light bulb button in the top left corner - this lets you preview the original image just briefly. The 
effects themselves are split into 4 scrollable categories in tabs on the right hand side of the screen 
-just click on an effect to apply it. Click on the bottom tab 'Favourites' and use the + icon to add 
the current effect.

3: Use brushes and pencils 


In the list of effects on the 
right hand side of the screen, 
you'll notice that parts of the 
image show a slightly different 
detail. This is a preview of the 
additional effect that can be 
applied using the brushes, 
which can be viewed or hidden 
using the orange button at 
the bottom of the screen. Two 
different sizes are available, in 
addition to two sizes of pencil.

Planner is Samsung's very own 
organistion tool and there is a very good 
reason why Samsung has chosen not to 
use the word 'calendar' in the app and that is 
because it does so much more than let you 
overview events that are happening today and 
in the future. S Planner is a fantastic solution 
that uses other Galaxy apps to great effect 
and maintains an ease of use which belies 
the sheer number of useful included features. 


You can use the S Planner app to create new 
calendar events and view your entire agenda 
by week, month, day or even in a handy list. 
There is also a year view for those who like 
to plan ahead, which can be used to plan 
events a very long way in the future. Within 
all of these different view types you will find 
interfaces that let the events shine through, 
and which are also incredibly easy to read with 
a quick glance. 


To understand S Planner, you will need to 
have a long look at all of the features, which 
include many views on offer to let you see 
the day ahead, the week and much further 
into the future to help you map out your 
important events and dates (Fig 1). The more 
you explore the S Planner app, the more likely 
you are to find useful tools that will help your 
organisation as easily as possible. Don't forget 
to personalise the S Planner app for yourself - 
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Fig 1: S Planner can help you plan well into the future

You can take your organisation to any 
level you like with S Planner, from keeping 
one simple calendar to highlight what is 
happening, to accessing multiple online and 
on-device calendars at the same time. This 
makes S Planner ideal for work and leisure, 
and you always get to decide how you want 
to view all that you have input. A selection of 
calendars can be displayed during the working 


day and then easily swapped when at home, 
which can bring clarity and variety to times 
which could otherwise be quite stressful, 
helping you to organise your time effectively. 

As you build up your calendar and set 
multiple entries, you will likely need some help 
to find what is going to happen in the near 
future. A quick tap of the magnifying glass 
icon will bring up the Search function (Fig 2), 
which you can use to find any entry or task 
instantly. This could easily become one of your 
most used S Planner features because it offers 
accuracy and speed that is only matched by 
Google's online search service. 


This flexibility is what makes S Planner so 
effective and so suitable for different people 
and their varied requirements. This is a 
Samsung solution that offers an alternative to 
the standard Google calendar offering, but it 
still takes full advantage of the Google online 
system and is completely compatible. 

In the following tutorials we will highlight 
the most useful features of S Planner and take 
you through the more complicated areas, 
but it is safe to say that no matter how you 
approach this app, you will be able to keep 


everything on schedule and understandable 
within a day of first launching and using it. If 
you manage the notification settings correctly 
(in the Settings menu), you can create a 
system that fits your needs exactly (Fig 3). S

When you open S Planner, you can tap the icon in the top-left corner to see a list of 
views. Each of these is obvious in its nature and a quick tap on one will show you what 
it can do. The year view is useful as a quick overview because it does not show any 
calendar entries, but all of the others do, and with time you will eventually find the one 
you prefer. Tapping the menu key and selecting Settings will pop up a new screen 
with a section called View Settings. Here you can set the first day of the week, display 
the week numbers and make adjustments to how tasks and events are handled. The 
S Planner app is certainly designed for ease of use and you can use it to manage all 
aspects of your life through one simple interface.

2: Add an event 
to the calendar 

To add a new event, tap the '+' icon 
in the top-right corner and make 
sure that the Event tab at the top 
is the selected one. You can now 
fill in a myriad of options including 
alarms, location, duration and even 
repeats if you are likely to need this 
event multiple times. Once you have 
finished entering the information you 
require, tap Save and the event will 
be stored at the appropriate time. 
You can make events as simple or 
as information-rich as you require 
each time. 



3: Manage guick 
responses 

Go to Settings and tap on the Event 
Notification tab to the left to find an 
option called 'Quick responses'.

f you ever need to get anywhere, then you 
need to use a map. In the car, that's often a 
dedicated satnav device, but with the small 
screen and difficulty in using it while driving, 
it's very much a set-and-go experience. If 
you have a Samsung Galaxy smartphone or 
tablet, though, you have access to Google 
Maps, which uses GPS to find your location 


and Wi-Fi signals to accurately refine it. The 
Maps app has a lot to offer - so while you can 
use it to find where you are and get directions 
to where you want to go, it can also be used 
to discover local sites of interest, bus routes 
and cycle paths. If you are going by foot or 
cycle, however, a switch of the map view can 
make the difference between getting there 


safely and running out of steam halfway up 
a hill. Toggle Terrain view on and a relief map 
showing hills and valleys appears over the 
actual road and path network (Fig 1). 

The interactive map itself uses the standard 
minimalist display for clarity, but if you really 
want to get an idea of the area you are 
travelling through then toggling Satellite 
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Fig 1: Terrain view gives you an idea of hills and valleys

view on will add the view from above with 
the road map overlaid on it. Also on the main 
map screen are icons showing a compass, 
which will point north on the map, and one 
for finding your current location. Simply tap on 
that and it will use your Galaxy device's built-in 
GPS to find where you are - along with Wi-Fi 
networks to refine your location. 

In terms of navigation, there are four modes 
of transport available: car (or any vehicle which 
uses roads), train, bicycle and on foot. The 


Maps app can detect your current location 
and then, when the destination is entered, it 
will provide a route on the map, along with an 
estimation of the time taken. Tap on the timed 
estimated of the journey to see a step-by-step 
list of directions, complete with distances 
(units can be altered in Settings - Fig 2) and 
road names for each junction or roundabout. 

Other options when navigating include 
showing the traffic density on the map, 
finding an alternative route or going back 
to the list of text directions in the step- 
by-step list. When selecting an alternative 
route, the system will calculate it based on 
your preference for types of area to avoid, 


as defined earlier, and the amount of traffic 
on the roads ahead. This can be useful if the 
immediate path has a traffic jam. 

If you like to go through the route before 
setting off, then tap on the X icon at the 
bottom left to get out of the 3D router and go 
back to the step-by-step view with the map 
underneath. Tap on the left and right arrows in 
the bottom-right corner to step through each 
instruction, with the map view changing to 
show that part of the trip.

Another handy feature of the Maps app is 
that it also shows places of interest (Fig 3). Tap 
on the icon alongside the name and the place 
is highlighted in a pop-up window. Tap on the 
name in the panel to bring up details of the 
place, contact info, website address, opening 
hours, any reviews it has had, photos that have 
been posted and also a Street View option. 

Tap on this to go to Google's famous photo- 
based street-level view where you can use the 
navigation arrows to move around the streets 
in a virtual fashion. If you are actually at this 
location, you can also take photos and upload 
them. Finally, the location can be saved on 
your device or shared with friends. 


Offline maps 

Save your maps for later 

Being able to find your location through 
GPS is fine, but you need a Wi-Fi or data 
connection for loading the maps. Not 
useful if you have a Wi-Fi Tab and you are 
in the car. Instead, while still at home, tap 
on the person icon, scroll down and tap 
'Save map for offline use'. You can then 



pan and zoom to get the map view that 
you want. Tap on Save and give the map 
a customised name, then tap on Save 
again. It will download and save the map.

1: Search for locations 

Tap on the search field to bring up the search options. The first time you do this there's 
a prompt to turn on Web History; this records the places you search for to make it easier 
next time. Either way, start typing the address of the place you want to find. Maps will 
start suggesting places as you type. To go to the any of the recommendations, simply 
tap on them in the list below. Typing the name of a large town will centre the map on it, 
zoomed right out. However, you can search for street names in towns as well. As soon 
as you get on to the town or city part of the address, the automatic suggestions will 
start to appear. Tap on the suggestion to zoom in to that precise location. An alternative 
to typing is to tap on the microphone icon and speak the location.

2: View traffic 
information 

While looking at your route tap on 
the menu and select Traffic. This 
adds current traffic flow onto the 
road network. Green lines represent 
a normal traffic flow and are added 
to dual carriageways, motorways, 
roundabouts and main roads. Yellow 
means some congestion while red 
means significant congestion or 
disruption. Also, icons may appear 
alongside the route. These stand for 
accidents, construction, road closures 
and other incidents. Tap on the icon 
for more details of the incident. 




3: Share interesting 
locations 

As well as roads and routes, the Maps 
app features lots of interesting places 
dotted around. Tap on the name of 
one to see a pop-up box showing the 
place itself, address, opening hours, 
ratings and how far away from your 
current location it is by car. Tap on 
the place name to see much fuller 
details, then tap on Share. Select 
which sharing service to use, such as 
Google+, Gmail and Email. The host 
app will then load and a link to the 
location on the map can be shared 
with the recipient. 


4: Finding cycle routes

Tap the menu icon, then Cycling to add full 
and partial cycle pathways to the map.

To discover the places around you, particular 
if you need a specific service, firstly centre 
the map on your current location. Do this by 
tapping on the GPS icon at the bottom right 
of the screen. Then tap on the search bar and 
you will see a list of icons for local services. 
These include food and drink, pubs, petrol 
stations, post offices, accommodation and 
cinemas. Tap on the More icon on the right 
to see the full list. Tap on the type of service 
you want to find and they will be highlighted 
on the map. Tap on a place to see details and 
directions for it.

G oogle Maps is great, but even in satellite 
view and zooming right in, you still 
don't really get the idea of what a 
place is like. That's where Google Earth comes 
in, building on maps with a 3D engine that 
brings places alive - especially cities. Start your 
adventure by typing a destination into the 
search bar and watch the globe rotate as Earth 
zooms into where you want to investigate. 

By default, the 3D Buildings option is turned 


on, but be aware that this is very processor 
intensive and some Samsung devices may 
struggle to keep up with it. An option is to 
turn off the 3D display while you are looking 
around for a specific location, and then turn it 
back on when you find what you wanted. 

The controls are similar to Maps, in that 
spreading with two fingers zooms out, 
pinching zooms in and one finger drags the 
map around. However, there's also the option 


to tilt the map, and doing this while zoomed 
in reveals the scenery in 3D. Not everywhere 
is rendered with the same kind of quality, but 
well-known tourist attractions in big cities 
are certainly worth a look. Have a look at 
the London Eye and zoom all around it, for 
example (Fig 1). 

To find out more about a place on the map, 
simply tap on the icon for it. This brings a 
pop-up window containing the description, 
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Fig 1: Zoom in to rooftop level to appreciate the 3D aspect

details such as the phone number and 
website address (which is a hotlink so you can 
switch to a browser and view it), plus photos, 
ratings and reviews. If there are other related 
attractions, they will be on additional pages 
in this window; simply swipe from left to right 
to access them. The location itself usually has 
a hotlink from the title to Google+, where you 
can find out more about it. Having found a 
location you are interested in, there is an icon 
at the top right which brings up a different 


information box. This contains the title, a brief 
description, phone number and website, and 
also three other icons. The first is to make a 
phone call to the location, if you have cellular 
functionality; the second takes you to the 
homepage of the location or attraction using 
a web browser; and the third icon is a link to 
finding the location on Google Maps or more 
details with Google+ again. 

If you want to see more of a location then 
there's another entry in the menu on the left 
worth looking at. This is the Google Earth, 
Earth Gallery, it contains maps of specific 
locations or types, with additional information 


that you don't get on either Earth or Maps. 
There's one for the shipping forecast, for 
example, that shows all the shipping zones 
around the UK. 

Google Earth has its own rival to the 
Street View of Maps and this is called Ground 
Level. Simply drag the figure icon onto the 
location and the view drops right down to 
the ground, using the same satellite imagery 
and height-field 3D mapping. You can swivel 
and zoom back and forth to get a close-up 


look at the features of the area. If you have the 
Panoramio option turned on, this is where it 
can get overwhelming as hundreds of icons 
will appear around popular tourist destinations 
(Fig 2). Tap on Exit Ground Level to go back to 
the standard view. 

One of the option toggles in the menu 
settings is for Places (Fig 3) which, along with 
actual places as you would expect, also adds 
public transport locations in the form of bus 
stops, rail and underground stations. Bus stops 
have the number of the bus service that they 
use and a weblinkto the operating authority 
so that it's easier to plan how to get there. 


Change the 
image quality 

Set the graphical detail 

If you have a fast device with plenty of 
RAM and a speedy graphics processor 
then you might want to tweak the 
graphical detail settings. On the other 
hand, if Google Earth moves slowly, then 
you need to turn the detail down. Once 
in Google Earth bring up a menu of 
options; tap on Settings. Tap on Image 
Quality and you will see that there are 
three options: Low, Medium and High. 
Tap on which one you want to use.

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Travel and find new places to visit 

1: Explore the world 

Finding new places to visit, or just having a look around the world, is easy with Google 
Earth. Just tap on the search bar and enter where you want to go. You can use street 
names or just towns and cities. The fun is not so much looking at the 3D view of 
where you live, but exploring far-flung places. Type in 'New York' and watch the view 
rise up from the UK and travel over the Atlantic. Zoom in on Manhattan to admire the 
skyscrapers. If you are going on holiday, this is also a great way to see what the place 
you are staying at looks like. The key is to tilt the view so that you can zoom down 
towards the ground, then tilt the view back up again. Use two fingers and rotate them 
around to rotate the view, and pinch together to zoom out.

2: View landmarks 
in 3D 

By default the 3D option is turned on, 
but if you have accidentally turned 
it off, tap on the menu icon, top left, 
and toggle 3D Buildings to On. Then 
simply zoom right in to just above 
rooftop height to get the best view 
of landmarks. Go to them directly by 
using the search field and typing the 
name. Tap on the information icon 
next to the search bar to see details 
about the landmark. In the menu, 
have Panoramio Photos set to On so 
that you can see what other tourists 
captured at the landmark.

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3: Find businesses 
near you 

To find local businesses, whether 
that's places to eat or spend the night, 
firstly tap on the menu at the top left. 
Ensure that Businesses is ticked and 
on. Tap the three-dots button and 
from the menu that appears, select 
My Location. This centres the map on 
where you are. Commercial businesses 
then appear as blue icons on the map. 
Tap on one to see more information 
about it, including contact details, 
reviews and links to a website if the 
business has one. Tap anywhere on 
the map to remove the pop-up. 


4: Access Google Earth from Google Maps

When you launch the app,

Y ouTube, social media's most prolific 
source of video wonderment, is a 
marvellous app that is guaranteed to 
find you something useful or entertaining - for 
both work and play. With millions of video 
clips, ranging from the interesting to the weird, 
there is always something available to watch 
and enjoy - you just have to clock-watch to 
ensure you don't get too lost in a voyage of 
discovery, as this is so easily done. 


Searching for videos is just as easy and 
there's plenty to discover. Far from being just a 
source of crazy cat videos and funny fail shots, 
YouTube holds the potential to enrich your 
life. There are channels that can help you learn 
new things: documentary videos, interesting 
fact bites or even language courses are all 
available within just a few taps. If you fancy 
teaching yourself a new skill, whether it's how 
to wire a plug, bake a wedding cake, learn 


guitar, groom a dog or change the oil in your 
car, this in-depth knowledge can be gleaned 
using the thousands of how-to clips on offer. 

If you've got a bit of time to kill, why not 
investigate the whole series of TV programmes 
available by browsing YouTube's TV Shows 
category?

This app's personalisation is also top-notch. 
YouTube uses your Google ID (which you can 
easily create from within the app if you haven't 
got one yet), which means that you can 
choose to share all of your YouTube comments 
and likes with friends on the Google+ social 
network. Once you've signed in, a whole world 
of YouTube power awaits you! You can create 
multiple playlists of your favourite videos, store 


videos to watch later so you don't spend ages 
searching for them again (Fig 2), mark videos 
as favourites so they're always there to watch 
over and over again, and even share videos 
and playlists with your friends across a huge 
array of social media platforms. You'll never 
be stumped for something to watch as you 
can effortlessly browse through the app's 
tailored suggestions (based on things you 
have searched for or watched before), or tap 
through their browsing options to see what's 
hot (the latest videos to go viral). 

You can also get involved in the discussion 
by leaving a comment on a video and show 


how much you love something by hitting the 
'thumbs up'. Similarly, you can also show your 
displeasure at a video by hitting the 'thumbs 
down' button.

Pairing the YouTube app on your Galaxy 
device with your smart TV or games 
console is very easy to do. With the

You'll see a few suggestions 
appear - if you see what you're looking for in the suggestions box you can tap on it, 
otherwise finish typing and then hit the magnifying glass one more time to search. 
Alternatively, instead of typing, hit the microphone icon and speak your search term. As 
your search results load, you'll see two drop-down menus to help filter the results. The 
first one lets you select what you want (such as videos, channels etc) and the second 
one lets you choose your time frame (today, last week, all time etc).

2: Report a video 

YouTube is a free upload site where 
everyone can express themselves. 
However, sometimes one person's 
idea of fun isn't shared by everyone 
else.

To do this, when watching a 
video, tap on the three-dot icon at 
the top right. From the options, tap 
the flag icon. You can now choose a 
reason from the list as to why you are 
reporting the video and then hit Flag 
to report it to YouTube. 







3: Like, dislike and 
comment 

If you find something that you really 
love, or that you really don't like, 
you can show how you feel using 
the thumbs-up or thumbs-down 
icons. These are found below the 
video, and all you need to do is tap 
the one you want. If you want to 
leave a comment, scroll down to the 
comments list. Tap on the space that 
says 'Leave a comment' and just begin 
typing.

Tap your device's Back button 
to return to the home page, 
then hit the YouTube icon in 
the top left. This calls up the 
main menu on the left - your 
newly created playlist will 
appear under the Playlists tab. 
Tap to open it up.

he Camera app on your Samsung Galaxy 
device is a powerful photography tool. 
Many people think that it's just for 
snapping the odd image here and there, or 
for shooting a few pictures when another, 
seemingly better camera isn't available. But, 
when you know all the intricacies of this app, 
there are no limits to what you can achieve. 


The Camera app's Settings menu contains 
plenty of goodies. Tap on the cog icon to 
delve in and experiment away with the 
many options. With tweaks to white balance, 
resolution, exposure value, ISO, metering and 
more, you can really go to town. 

This menu also contains some really handy 
features, such as Burst mode, which lets 


you snap a whole bunch of images in quick 
succession to capture every second of the 
action. To set this up, simply tap the cog icon 
in the top-left corner of the Camera interface, 
scroll down to 'Burst shot' and tap On. With 
this mode enabled, all you need to do is hold 
down the shutter button (instead of simply 
tapping it once to capture a single image) 
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Fig 1: Focus points are white and turn green when in focus 


Fig 2: Use pinch gestures or the volume key to zoom in and out 


Fig 3: Panorama is a great mode to play with 


and you'll keep on snapping images until 
you lift your finger off the button again. All 
of these images will be stored in your Gallery 
app, which is easily accessible via the small 
thumbnail in the bottom-left. 

Another feature of the Settings menu in the 
Camera app is the focusing options. Autofocus 
does all the work for you, and you'll see a 
white box appear when you're shooting, to 
show you the area that the camera is focusing 


on (Fig 1). To change this focusing area, tap 
elsewhere on the screen to relocate the white 
box. When the perfect focus is achieved, 
the box will turn green and if you have your 
device's volume turned up, you'll hear a small 
beep to let you know you're in focus and 
you are ready to hit the shutter button. If the 
correct focus isn't achieved, the box will go red 
and you can readjust the focus. 

A key part of taking great photographs 
when you're out and about is being able to 
zoom in and out to get closer up or further 
away from your subjects. Although you're 
working with a digital, rather than optical, 
zoom on your Galaxy device (no extendable 
lenses here on these sleek, slimline bits of 


technology!), zooming in can still deliver good 
results. There are two ways to zoom using 
the Camera app. The first one is to simply 
use a standard pinch gesture. Start with two 
fingers pinched together and pull them apart 
across the screen. This will zoom the view in 
and you'll see a white box telling you how 
far you've zoomed in. Reverse this action 
and draw your two fingers together over the 
screen to zoom back out (Fig 2). The other 


method of zooming is to head to the cog icon 
and scroll through the Settings menu to the 
'Use the volume key as' option. Here, select 
to use it as the zoom key. With this enabled, 
you can now use the '+' and '-' volume keys 
to zoom in and out respectively. This is an 
advantage, because using your fingers on 
screen to pinch and zoom can often jog the 
camera - which increases the chances of a 
blurry shot. 

With all the scene modes available in the 
Camera app's Settings menu, and Shooting 
modes too, there is always the perfect mode 
to suit any situation (Fig 3). There is also a 
varied selection of extra shooting modes 
available so get experimenting. 


Voice shots 

Snap using your voice 

To turn on voice shots, open the Camera 
app, then tap on the cog icon in the top 
left to open the Settings menu. Scroll 
until you come to Voice Control. Tap and 
toggle it to On and you can check the 
boxes for what you want to control with 
your voice. Tick the Camera option. Go 
back to the Camera app, line up your 
shot and say the word 'capture', 'shoot', 
'smile' or 'cheese' in order to take a photo 
without even lifting a finger!

1: Apply effects 

Instead of using external photography apps like Instagram or PicsArt to add filters and 
effects to your images, you can use your the default Camera app's built-in effects. To 
try this out, open up the Camera app and line up your shot. Now tap on the chevron 
icon to the left of the screen and a drawer of effects will become available. If an effect 
is already in use, it will show the name of the effect here. If not, it will say 'no effect'. 

Tap on an effect and it will become active and you will be able to see instantly how it 
transforms your shot. You have plenty to choose from, such as negative, sepia and more. 
Once you've selected your effect by tapping on it, you can carry on snapping with it 
applied. Repeat the process to turn an effect off.

2: Take photos with 
the Camera app 

Open up the Camera app and you'll 
instantly see a large screen showing 
you what will be in the frame of your 
picture. A few quick settings are visible 
in the top-right corner, but the main 
thing to note is the large oval button 
at the bottom of the interface. This 
is your shutter button. In order to 
take a photograph, simply tap this 
button once. You will hear a shutter 
sound to signify that your image has 
been captured and then you'll see 
a thumbnail appear in the top left 
corner of the screen. 



3: Use the front and 
rear cameras 

It's easy to switch between the 
camera on the front of your Galaxy 
device (above the screen) and the one 
on the rear (the 'main' camera). 

Open up the Camera app and 
check out the interface. In the top- 
right corner you'll notice a camera 
icon with two opposite-facing 
arrows. Tap this to switch between 
your cameras. You'll see the view 
on the screen flip and show a view 
of yourself. When you've taken your 
photo, tap the icon again to return to 
the main camera view. 


4: Geotag your shots 



1:Turn on GPS Tag 

Tap the cog icon to open up Settings, tap on 

the cog tab and tap on Location tag. 



2: Pay attention 

A warning lets you know the implications of 
geotagging. Once you've read it, tap OK. 



3: Snap and check 

Now, all the images you snap contain your 
location information in their metadata.

1: Share a shot 

Once you have taken an 
image, sharing it with friends 
and family is a quick and easy 
process. Start off by tapping 
on the thumbnail of your 
favoured image in the top- 
left corner of the interface 
and this will display the image 
full screen. 


2: Select image 

While the image is in full 
screen mode, tap the screen 
and a series of various tools 
will appear at the top and 
bottom. To start sharing your 
selected image, simply tap 
on the share icon at the top 
of the screen (the molecular- 
looking icon). 


3: Choose method 

A pop-up window will appear 
on the screen displaying all of 
the various means of sharing 
that are available to you. 

The more applicable apps 
you have installed, the more 
options will be available here. 
Tap your chosen method to 
continue the process. 


6: Shoot a panorama 
of your location 



1: Select Panorama mode 

Tap on the Mode button at the bottom 
and then choose Panorama.

4: Share the image 

It is then just a case of 
going through the required 
procedure needed for your 
chosen sharing service and 
then waving the image on 
its merry way.

If any of your images show 
people, then opening the 
image up full-screen will 
also display a yellow square 
around the faces of the 
people or person shown in 
the image.

You will then be invited to 
trawl through your contacts 
database to find the person 
you want to tag. Start typing 
and the options will be 
narrowed down for you.

To really get the best out of your Samsung 
Galaxy photography, make use of the different 
scene modes on offer. These can be found 
under the box icon in the top bar (Shooting 
Mode) and include such things as Panorama, 
HDR and Face Recognition. To use a mode, 
simply tap on it. You might see a small dialog 
box pop up with a handy bit of advice in it if 
you have never used this mode on your device 
before. Tap OK, then get experimenting. 




9: Shoot HD videos 
in the Camera app 

Shooting HD video is incredibly simple. When 
you open up the Camera app interface, look to 
the bottom-right corner and you'll see a little 
video-camera icon. When you tap this icon the 
camera will simultaneously switch to video mode 
and start recording. 

A timer in the top-right corner will display the 
duration of the recording and you will also notice 
Stop/Pause controls at the bottom of the screen. 
As before, you can tap on the thumbnail to 
watch the video back as well as make edits and 
share it with other people. Like everything else 
associated with this app, the process is simple.

10: Using Buddy photo

While in the camera app, tap on the quick 
settings icon and then tap on the sharing icon.

he Gallery app on your Galaxy is an 
amazing one-stop-shop for all your 
image viewing and organising needs. It's 
the default place for picture storage, whether 
that's camera snaps, downloads, screenshots 
or Instagram imagery. 

All of your snaps are kept within albums. 
Gallery will make new ones for you to file 


and organise your photos. For example, the 
first time you use Instagram, Gallery will 
create an 'Instagram' album and all of your 
edited images will be saved to that album 
automatically. . Similarly, any images sourced 
from the web will be stored in a 'Downloads' 
folder, so everything is easy to find. You can 
rename these albums to suit your preferences, 


simply by hold-tapping the album to put 
a green tick in the box and then tapping 
your device's three-dots menu button and 
selecting Rename (Fig 1). You can also reshuffle 
your photos into different albums, or make 
new ones. We'll show you how to achieve all 
of this so that your photos are exactly where 
you need them to be.

Gallery also has a few extra features that 
can really enhance your photo browsing 
experience. Have you ever found yourself 
checking out some snaps and then come 
across an old image, only for the time and 
place, or even names of the people in the shot 
to slip your mind? Gallery has an amazing way 
for you to combat this situation once and for 
all - you can now scribble down these key 
details on the 'back' of your images - much in 


Sharing your photos using Gallery couldn't 
be simpler. After all, what's the point in having 
all these amazing memories but not showing 
them to another soul? You can share your 
photos on any platform imaginable using the 
Share icon, and Gallery automatically prepares 
the image for each sharing method - for 
example, if you choose to email the image, 
Gallery attaches it to a new email message 
and opens up your email app for you. Sharing

the way that we used to do back in the days of 
film! If you open up a shot, then hit the three- 
dots menu button and scroll to select 'Photo 
note', Gallery effectively 'flips' the image to 
show you the 'back'. You can then use a stylus 
or your finger to doodle some info on the 
back (Fig 2) and hit Save. 

From this image options menu, there are 
plenty of other features for you to enjoy. You 
can even print your photo directly from your 
Samsung Galaxy smartphone or tablet using 
the Print option. Your device will search for 
a Wi-Fi enabled printer, then all you need to 
do is tap in a few details such as how many 
images to print and away you go. You'll have 
physical copies to share in no time. 


your image across social networks like 
Instagram, Facebook and Twitter etc, via text 
or instant messaging, through image editors 
or even backing up to cloud storage options 
are only a few taps away in the Share menu. 

One of the best ways to really show off 
your images in the Gallery app is to set up a 
slideshow (Fig 3). You can choose background 
music to show the photos to, and the best 
thing about this is that you don't have to 
settle for the cheesy default tunes. Once 
you've set up the slideshow, on the Music tab 
tap the Add Music option. This will take you 
to the Music app where you can select any 
track stored on your Galaxy. Want to show off 
holiday snaps to Coldplay? No problem.

How to get the best from Gallery 


1: Organise your photos 

It's easy to reorder your photos and add them into other albums, copy them or send 
them to other places within the Gallery app. With an album open, tap and hold on an 
image and you'll see a small checkbox appear with a tick in it. All the other images in 
that album will have similar, empty boxes. Tap to put a tick in these boxes to select the 
ones you want to move, or alternatively in the top bar drop-down menu you can select 
to Select All or Unselect All. Then tap your device's menu button and select Move. Now 
simply scroll through the list of available places and tap on the location that you want 
to send the photos to. Alternatively, you can tap Create Album to make a new one. Your 
photos will be automatically moved to your selected location.

2: See your images 
full-screen 

To view your images in all their glory, 
first navigate to the album they're 
stored in. When you've found the one 
you want, tap on the thumbnail of the 
shot to make it full-screen. You'll see 
the top bar with a few options and 
also a stream of thumbnails showing 
the other images in that album at the 
bottom, but tap anywhere on the 
image to make these disappear. To 
get them back, simply tap the screen 
again. You can now swipe side to side 
to see the images in the album, full- 
screen, in order. 



3: Add tags to 
your shots 

Open a photo to tag and tap your 
device's menu button, then select 
Buddy Photo Share. Tap on a face in 
the picture and you'll see a yellow 
box appear around it. Tap this again 
and you can select to tag either 
yourself, another person already 
stored or to add a new name. Type 
the name into the box or select a 
person from your contacts, then tap 
OK to tag them. If you keep Buddy 
Photo Share enabled, they will be 
recognised and tagged the next 
time you take their photo! 


4: Create a new album 



1: Tap the new album icon 

Open an album, then tap the new-album icon 
in the top right - it looks like a folder with a '+'. 



2: Name the new album 

On the next screen, type in a name for your 
new album so you know what it contains.

1: Enter the editor 

With your selected image 
open, tap the icon that looks 
like a photo with a pencil.

If the colouring isn't quite 
right you can tap on the 
Colour option. Scroll though 
the options at the bottom to 
adjust your image's contrast, 
brightness, saturation and 
much more. Use the effects' 
sliders for your desired result 
and tap Done. 



4: Add some effects 

Tap the Effects tab to browse 
the numerous filters available 
to you, then tap a filter 
thumbnail to apply it to your 
image. If you don't like what 
you see, simply hit Cancel 
or, to go a step backwards, 
hit the icon that looks like a 
magic wand. 


5: Go to Advanced 

At the filters screen, scroll 
all the way to the left to see 
other edits, as well as some 
that can be drawn on with 
your finger or a stylus, such 
as Pixelise, Spot Healing and 
Colour Splash. Don't be afraid 
to experiment with them, you 
can always undo with Cancel. 


6: Get a bit creative 

The Decoration tab enables 
you to add stickers to your 
pictures. Select one from 
the menu and then drag to 
resize and move it around. 
You have the option to draw 
on your images - use the pen 
and eraser tabs to control the 
drawing settings.

9: Add frames to 
your photos 

The Gallery app allows you to add a blank 
frame to images, providing space to add your 
own personal caption or doodle. All images 
with frames will then be saved in a new album, 
and copies of the images will be left unedited 
in their original albums. 

To add a frame, hit the menu button and 
select Photo Frame. You'll be taken to the 
editing area - write on the white frame with 
your finger or stylus. Use the arrows to go back 
or forward steps, and tap the pen icon in the 
top bar to edit the pen settings. When you're 
done, tap the tick in the top right to save.

10: Deleting images 
and albums 

To delete multiple images in an album, long- 
press one until a checkbox appears, then add 
a tick to the rest of the images you want to 
delete by tapping them.

To delete an 
individual image, open it with a tap, then hit 
the bin icon and confirm. To delete a whole 
album, go to the Albums page and long-press 
an album. When the checkbox appears, tap 
the bin icon and again hit OK to confirm.

A picture is worth a thousand words, 
so they say. And to a certain degree 
they are correct because a photo 
can capture a magical moment and several 
emotions in the process. 

When it comes to creating a photo album, 
especially for a momentous occasion, you can 
literally take hours or even days deciding on 
which images should be included and how 
they should be presented. 


Fortunately, Galaxy devices have the edge 
here as Samsung has provided a 'Story Album' 
app, which comes preinstalled on Galaxy Tab 
devices (Fig 1). In a nutshell, the Story Album 
app allows you to create albums from the 
photos in your Gallery (that includes physical 
albums too). These can be images stored 
locally on your device or from cloud services 
such as 'Picasa' (aka Google+), so you can pull 
images from a wide range of sources. 


As you will discover in the tutorials within 
this guide, what's useful here is that when you 
pick the images, the software will then arrange 
these automatically and put them into place 
dynamically based on the theme that you 
choose. You also get some manual forms of 
editing so you can rearrange the order of the 
images (Fig 2). 

Additionally, you can place the albums 
into categories, such as a Wedding category, 
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Story Album

and this will help when it comes to 
ordering the albums from the front page.

Text is also placed on the album in key 
areas, such as the album cover and the date. 
However you can quickly adjust these during 


you may want to use this effect if you had a 
wedding with an olde-worlde theme - it will 
just give the images an edge. 

After the creation process, you can swipe 
through the album pages like you would 
with a physical book, and for this reason we 
recommend using the app in a landscape 
format for the full effect.

the editing phase. For example, you can 
change the size of the font, add coloured 
text and even add captions to any of your 
images (Fig 3). The captions will provide useful 
insight into why a particular photo was used 
or maybe add some comical or light-hearted 
humour to proceedings. 

Additionally, there is an option to add 
effects (which we will cover in the tutorial), 
such as changing the image to 'Retro' to give it 
that old-fashioned look and feel. For instance, 


Of course, sharing the album is also key and 
the app provides a few ways to do this (again 
most of this is something we will discuss in 
the tutorial guides over the page). One of the 
simplest forms is the Slideshow feature, so you 
could tap into the built-in slideshow which 
will automatically go through the album for 
your party (Fig 4). You could even boost the 
slideshow with music or connect your device 
to a larger display to make it easier for a party 
of people to see it.

How to order an album 

What's great about Story Album is that 
it provides an option to order the album 
in physical form. However, there are a 
few prerequisites before you can order; 
you need a Samsung account, be Wi-Fi 
enabled and the book needs a minimum 
often pages. Just click on the top menu 
icon and choose 'Order photo book'. 
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Create, edit and import an album 

1: Create a story album from your Gallery 

The first step in creating an album is to tap on the '+' icon at the top of the front 
landing page and choose 'Gallery albums'. This opens the default Gallery app, 
where you can choose your images. Just tap on each image and use the Done 
button at the top to confirm your choices. At this stage you have a default 
album theme enabled, but if you tap on the Theme option at the top you can 
adjust this. Now when you return to the album, you can swipe through the 
latter to preview it. During this preview phase, if you think some of the images 
are no good, you can tap the top-right three-dots icon and use 'Edit image' 
to remove and add new ones. Additionally, you can use the menu to alter the 
category that the album will go into; this helps when sorting it from the front 
page. When you are satisfied with the results you can use the Done option at 
the top to create the album and then follow the rest of the guide to see how 
you can edit this further.

With the album created, tap 
on the thumbnail and then 
tap on the album title text. 
From here you can replace 
the text using your on-screen 
keyboard and even adjust the 
font size by tapping the small 
T and dragging the menu 
box selector down. After you 
select Done at the top, you 
can then swipe to a page 
with images and then tap on 
the thumbnail and use the 
speech icon at the top to add 
a caption. 



When swiping through the album to view the images, you can 
also adjust them by adding effects. To do this, simply tap on 
a thumbnail within a page and at the base you'll see a small 
upward arrow. If you tap on this, a range of predefined effects 
(Retro, for example) will appear in a row of thumbnails at the 
base. If you then tap on the effect, it will dynamically change 
the main image. You can then experiment with the different 
effects before tapping Apply to save the changes. 


4: Replace your cover image 




1: Select your album thumbnail 

By default the app will pick an album cover for 
you, which may not necessarily be the ideal 
choice. To change it, the easiest method is to 
open the album, tap the menu button and 
choose 'Change cover image'. 


2: Select your new album cover 

You can now select another image from the 
album to replace the existing cover. Simply 
pick the image you want and it will be 
displayed as the album cover. Now tap on OK 
to complete the process. 


3: Change album cover - alternative 

Another method of changing your album 
cover is to swipe to an image within the album 
and then tap on it. Now press the menu 
button and, from the list of options, tap the 
option 'Set as cover' to change it. 
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5: Advanced editing features 



1: Rotate images to fit the page 

When creating an album, all images should 
be in landscape format as this is how it'll be 
printed. However, if you need to rotate an 
image, long-press on a thumbnail (within an 
album page) to bring up the editing options. 



3: Change the location on the page 

You can also reposition an image in the frame 
by sliding it with your finger or you can adjust 
which side of the page you want the text/ 
image to appear on. Just tap on the top-left 
icon repeatedly to achieve the desired effect. 



5: Change the order of the pages 

Within the 'Edit album' screen, tap the small 
sort icon at the top (two arrows). From here 
you can now long-press on a page thumbnail, 
drag it to the desired location and then release. 
Tap Done to save the order. 



2: Rotate the thumbnail image(s) 

When you have been taken to the editing 
section, the thumbnail that you want to edit 
should be highlighted in blue. You can then 
use the rotate icons (circular arrows) in the top 
bar to adjust the orientation. 



4: Save changes and edit album 

You can use the black arrow icon to browse 
to other pages in the book and adjust images. 
When finished, tap the tick icon to save the 
changes. Back at the album screen, tap the 
menu button and choose 'Edit'. 



6: Add extra content 

Back at the album, tap the menu button again 
and then choose the 'Add content' option to 
add in extra photos or locations. You can also 
tap on 'Change theme' to alter the layout of 
the album to suit your requirements.

he world of books has been completely 
revolutionised by eReader devices in 
recent years, and none is more popular 
than Amazon's Kindle tablet. Instead of using 
that, however, you can use the Kindle app on 
your Galaxy Tab to store and manage all of 
your eBooks in one place. Now you can have 
your nose in a good novel, wherever you are. 


The app is incredibly easy to use and works 
on a cloud storage basis. This means that 
everything you've ever purchased from the 
Amazon Kindle Store is stored online under 
your username and available at your fingertips. 
This is great, because it means you don't need 
to have large eBook files all stored on your 
device, taking up precious space. You can just 


download what you want and when. However, 
to read a book it must be fully downloaded 
onto your device, and the drawback of this is 
that you need to be on Wi-Fi or data network 
when you want to shop in the Kindle Store, 
browse your titles and download anything. 

Another great Kindle app feature is that 
(providing you're on Wi-Fi) it syncs your

activity with all of your Amazon Kindle devices 
- for example, if you have a Kindle tablet 
and you read to chapter four of a book, then 
switch to your Kindle app on your smartphone 
or tablet, it automatically syncs all of your 
devices, so you can continue where you left 
off without any hassle. What could be easier? 

Some other great features of this app are 
included in the actual reading interface. While 
reading, tap the tap on the screen and a scrub 


in itself is packed full of useful options. From 
here you can jump out of your current book 
to the main library, perform quick searches for 
entered keywords, sync to the furthest page 
read (handy if you are reading the same book 
across multiple devices) and even upgrade 
the book to the audio version so that it can 
be read to you - which is especially handy 
if you wish to continue 'reading' hands-free 
while performing other tasks, such as driving.

Also, if you tap on the 'Aa' icon in the top-right 
corner you will bring up a window of handy 
options to tailor the reading experience to suit 
your needs. For example, you can manually 
adjust the brightness of the screen, bump 
the text size up or down and change the 
page colour (Fig 1). The latter includes four 
different colour options - White, Black (ideal 
for reading in bed with the lights off), Sepia 
and Green. Other options in this window 
include the freedom to adjust the size of the 
margins and line spacing. Tapping the list icon 
in the top-left corner of the reading interface 
will take you to the main menu (Fig 2), which 


This menu also allows you to quickly browse 
through the full table of contents to jump to 
a particular point in the book. You can also 
bookmark pages by tapping in the top-right 
corner and press and hold on text to highlight 
portions. Once you do this, a floating menu 
of options will appear that let you highlight 
text in a particular colour, add notes, search 
Wikipedia and more (Fig 3). Your reads, your 
rules apply! 

Another fantastic reason to get to grips with 
using the Kindle app on your Galaxy device is 
that there are many classic books available in 
the Kindle store for free - so now there really is 
no excuse to not sample a bit of Shakespeare 
or brush up on your Bronte!

acebook made itself famous as a web- 
based social network, but with the 
introduction of the Facebook mobile 
app, users have been able to connect with 
friends anywhere they like. The Facebook 
app provides you with all of Facebook's social 
networking tools, letting you post status 
updates, check your news feed to see what 


your friends are up to and stay in touch with 
the individuals, places and groups that you like 
to follow. 

Facebook functions perfectly on your 
Galaxy device, sending out notifications when 
you've received a new message or someone 
has commented on one of your posts, making 
sure you'll never miss out on what's happening 


in your network of friends. Facebook connects 
with a host of third-party apps to bring 
you the best possible experience. There are 
thousands of games and apps that can be 
downloaded through Facebook (Fig 1), which 
connect directly to your account, letting you 
play against your friends in a variety of fun and 
popular games.

Sharing content that you are sent or find 
from different sources on your Galaxy device 
is easy with Facebook. If you're browsing the 
web in another app and you come across 
something worth sharing, somewhere on 
the page should be a Facebook icon. Tap this 
to open up the Facebook app and instantly 
import that content into a new status update. 
All apps that allow you to share content or 
files will feature a shortcut to Facebook in 


their Share Via tool, so you can quickly make a 
status update out of a file. 

To make the most of Facebook on your 
Samsung Galaxy, visit the App Settings under 
the Fielp & Settings subheading of the app's 
main menu. From here you will be able to 
manage how your device interacts with 
Facebook. You can turn on and off location 
services, as well as the default refresh rate in 
which the Facebook app checks for updates. 
You can even sync your Facebook friends 
with your Galaxy contacts, adding Facebook 
pictures, status and contact information 
to your contacts. You can also import your 
phone's contact info into Facebook to help 
you find more friends (Fig 2). 


The Facebook app interface has undergone 
many tweaks and changes, but it seems to 
have settled on a format that works well for 
casually browsing your news feed and posting 
updates whenever you need to.

At the 
top is another row of icons which let you 
switch between your news feed, manage your 
friends and friend requests, check your chats, 


view your notifications and access your main 
menu items. Just tap on an icon and you'll be 
whisked off to the section instantly. 

Facebook also provides a wide range of 
options for tailoring the settings of the service 
(Fig 3). Tightening your security, managing 
your notifications and syncing your account. 
Just tap the menu button and choose Settings 
and you'll be able to drill down quite deep into 
the app and get it working more efficiently 
for you. You can also tap on the main menu 
button in the top-right corner of the screen 
and scroll down to the Flelps & Settings 
section to access the main app settings and 
also get further assistance with all aspects of 
the app - it's all there at your fingertips.

T witter, the microblogging social media 
platform, has taken the world by storm.

The Twitter app on your Samsung Galaxy 
device is an amazing way to stay in touch with 


what's going on out there from the palm of 
your hand. With an easy-to-use interface and 
great functionality, even Twitter newbies will 
be transformed intoTwitterholics after just a 
few taps. Here well show you some of the key 
things to learn how to get your own Twitter 
account up and running. Once you've learnt 
the basics, you can search for the people who 


interest you and fill your feed with interesting 
updates. This is one of the things that makes 
Twitter so unique - it puts you in touch with 
people who you wouldn't ordinarily be able 
to speak to and lets you initiate conversation. 
As well as the millions of other Twitter users 
out there, most celebrities are on Twitter, so 
are many politicians, public figures, companies

and news broadcasters to name but a few. You 
can tweet these people questions, opinions, 
even complaints and often get a response. 

You can also follow all the people and things 
that you care about most to fill your news feed 
with always-interesting content. 

You might get some new followers too, as 
if people like your tweets they may follow you 
for more of the same. When you follow people 
on Twitter, the tweets that they post will 
appear on your news feed, so you can keep up 
to speed with the people and causes you care 


about. Likewise, people who follow you will 
see all of your tweets on their news feeds. You 
can send direct messages to your followers via 
Twitter by tapping the envelope icon in the 
top bar. This will take you to a screen that has 
an instant-messenger style interface, where 
you can see the back-and-forth conversation. 
This is handy if you want to say something that 
you don't want made public in your tweets, 
but you're still limited to 140 characters. 

If you want to start a conversation with the 
world, a hashtag is the best way to get the ball 
rolling (Fig 1). For example, if someone you 
follow in Twitter tweets the tag #ILoveCake,

you can tap on that tag and you'll be shown 
a host of tweets from other users who have 
used the same tag. Send a tweet using this 
tag and you've joined in the chat. Alternatively, 
you can reply to other people's tweets using 
the Reply button, a small bent-arrow icon that 
appears beneath all tweets. 

If you want to keep most of your Twitter 
activity private, the app has some privacy 
settings. Tap the three-dots icon at the top 
right of the home page and hit Settings. Flere 
there are a few different privacy options to 


choose from, most with a checkbox to toggle 
them on and off (Fig 2). You can choose to 
hide your tweets from everyone except your 
followers, allow tagging in photos and allow 
people to search from you using your email 
address, among other options. 

You can also tag people in images (Fig 
3) that you attach to tweets. Once you've 
attached an image, a blue button will appear 
beneath it that reads 'who's in this photo?' Tap 
on this button and then type in a full name 
or a Twitter username (remember to add the 
@). Flit Done when you're ready to unleash the 
tweet on the world.

Twitter jargon 

Keep up with the lingo 

With only 140 characters to play around 
with in each post, there are plenty of 
Twitter abbreviations to learn! First up: 
hashtags (#). These allow you to join the 
conversation about a particular topic, and 
for your tweets to show up in searches. 
The @ symbol is added before someone's 
username so you can mention them or 
address them. RT stands for 'retweet' - 
when you love a tweet so much, you 
want to share it with your followers.

When you launch the Twitter app, you'll be prompted to sign in or sign up. Tap the Sign 
Up option and you'll be taken to a page where you can tap in some details.

Then 
choose a password. Tap the checkbox if you want to sync with your phone contacts, 
then tap Sign Up. Next you'll be taken to a page with suggestions of who to follow. Tap 
the '+' icons to follow them or hit Next in the bottom right. You'll see a section where 
you can add a photo and write a bio for your page. Hit the pencil icon on the image 
spaces to choose photos from your Gallery or snap them with your device's camera.

To follow a few Tweeple, tap on the 
icon in the top bar that features a 
person with a '+' symbol. Here you 
can browse the suggestions that 
Twitter gives you.

To search for a 
particular person, tap the magnifying 
glass icon and type their name. Twitter 
will show up lots of suggestions. 

When you find the one you want, 
either hit the Follow button right 
away or tap their name to see their 
profile before following. 



3: Retweet another

When you find a tweet that you really 
love and want to share with your own 
followers, you can choose to retweet 
it. This means that the tweet from 
that user will be added to your stream 
of tweets on your profile. To do this, 
when you see a tweet you love, look 
for the small icons directly below it. 
There will be one that looks like two 
arrows circling around each other. 

Tap it and you'll see a confirmation 
box. Now simply tap Retweet and 
you've just retweeted the post to all 
your followers.

G oogle+ is a social network that takes 
advantage of a series of different 
Google products to let you share and 
connect with other people, follow pages 
dedicated to artists, organisations and places, 
and join communities of other like-minded 
people. If you have a Google account then by 
default you have Google+. But Google+ is a 
mandatory part of using Google. Though you 
can keep your Google+ page dormant. 


You will connect with friends, family, work 
colleagues and other people using different 
'circles' in Google+. A circle represents a group 
of people that you are connected with. You 
can have as many circles as you like. Once 
you've added someone to a circle, you will 
then get regular updates from him or her 
whenever they create a new post in Google+. 

The settings window provides options 
for auto-backup, photos, sharing and your 


profile. In the Photos settings window you can 
switch on several intuitive tools to help with 
processing and organising photos, including 
Auto-Awesome (Fig 1) - this will take your shot 
video and photos and apply automatic effects 
and editing to them, such as creating stop- 
motion animations ora collage out of a series 
of photos. By allowing Google+ to manage 
and back up your images, you can then go to 
the Photo subheading on your About page to 
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view your images in automatically organised 
galleries and albums. 

To browse for people and content in 
Google+, tap on the drop-down arrow to 
reveal the browsing window. Here you can 
connect with your circles, pages and people 
that you are following, and communities 
you've joined. Pages are different from adding 
a friend to a circle. In Google+, if you follow a 


page you will receive updates from it in your 
content stream. Pages are set up for movies, 
musicians, artists, locations, bars and coffee 
shops. It's a great way to stay up to date with 
the places, people and things that interest you. 
Communities work in a similar way to pages 
except that you can contribute content to a 
community group (Fig 2). Once you've joined 
a community, you can send posts to it for 
other members to see. 

Any posts that you create in the Google+ 
app will be viewable to anyone who is 
following you (Fig 3). They will then be able 
to comment back on your post. Google+ 


works in a similar vein to Facebook, allowing 
you to communicate and connect with 
people quickly. Google+ has also adopted the 
hashtag system, as used in Twitter. Hashtags 
in Google+ allow you to label a post with a 
hashtag that then makes it discoverable to 
anyone who is searching or browsing for that 
particular hashtag. This gives your posts a 
much wider reach. 


Google+ is just as, if not more, expansive 
than Facebook. It is a great platform for 
sharing everything, from how your day 
is going, promoting your art and getting 
updates from favourite bands. Google+ 
also has the added benefit of being able 
to connect with a variety of other Google 
apps and tools, bringing together all of your 
contacts from your Gmail account, letting you 
store and access media on Google Drive, and 
add and access posts' location information 
with Google Maps. Google+ brings together 
the best parts of Google to create the ultimate 
social network. 


Manage photos 

Edit images for sharing 

To import all of your device's photos into 
Google+, go to the app's settings and 
switch on Auto Backup. In the Google+ 
app, tap on your account name, then tap 
Photos. Google+ will build galleries out 
of the photos that have been imported 
into the app. Tap on a gallery to open it. 
Tap the '+' symbol in the top toolbar to 
create a new Motion image (combine 
several images to make an animation) or 
to create a mix of images in a collage.

G oogle Hangouts connects directly 
to your Google account, making all 
of your Google contacts available 
to hang out with in a chat window on 
your Galaxy device. The Google Hangouts 
application is a kind of alternative to SMSing 
on your device. Much like WhatsApp on 
smartphones, the Hangouts app breaks 


down the barriers of text, voice and video 
communication by functioning over a data 
or Wi-Fi connection. Whenever you have 
either type of connection enabled on your 
device you'll be able to send and receive 
text messages in 'hangouts'. You can also 
perform video and voice calls in Hangouts. 
When video chatting with a contact, both 


of your devices' cameras will be activated 
- you can even switch between your 
front- and rear-facing camera. If you want 
to chat with multiple contacts at the same 
time, that's no problem for Hangouts. You 
can create a group chat, which allows you 
to add multiple participants to a single 
hangout (Fig 1).

create group hangouts based around your 
circle categories, letting you set up a group 
hangout with all of your favourite people 
in moments.

S kype has been in existence for more 
than ten years, providing users with the 
ability to communicate via text, audio and 
video. Skype was originally made for use on a 
desktop computer; but with the introduction 
of the Skype app to Android devices, Skype 
has become a stable part of communicating 
with others on smartphones and tablets. 


The Skype app on your Samsung Galaxy 
device allows you to call up Skype contacts 
no matter where you or they are. As long as 
you have a data connection (ideally 3G or 4G 
for phones or Wi-Fi for tablets), you can call 
someone up and chat to them. The Skype 
app effectively provides you with another 
means for making calls on your Galaxy. This 


is especially useful for talking to people in 
other countries, helping you avoid extra 
charges for calling a foreign number on your 
smartphone. Skype also brings people from 
around the world closer together with its 
ability to call phone numbers through the app 
(Fig 1). Calling a phone number in Skype is a 
paid service, but the cost of calling via Skype

is minimal compared to calling from your 
smartphone or a landline. You could call up 
someone in Brazil from France and it will only 
cost a few pence a minute to do so. 

Skype is constantly being updated with new 
tools and functions to make communication 
easier. You can now leave video messages 
for contacts who are currently unavailable. 

You can also chat with Skype contacts with 
text messages in the Skype IM window. 


and a simple set of icons at the top of the 
screen let you access a keypad (to make Skype 
calls), the IM window and a new contacts 
screen, whereby you can log the contact 
details of new people you meet. 

The 'Me' screen is accessible via your profile 
picture and here you can enter a quick mood 
message to let others know what you're up 
to and show you as available or invisible (the 
latter is ideal if you need to get on with things

The IM window can be used to send files, 
attachments and links to users (Fig 2). This 
can even be done while your are on a call to 
someone, chatting to them while sending a 
file across to them. Skype also provides you 
with the option to set up a Skype number 
for yourself. Again, this is a paid service that 
you can purchase in the 'Me' screen of the 
app. You can give out your Skype number to 
people and they will be able to call you on it 
from any phone. The call will then be directed 
through the app on your Galaxy device. 

Finding your way around the Skype 
interface is easy. All of your recent contacts will 
be presented on the main screen, should you 
need to contact them again quickly and easily 


and don't want anyone to Skype you). Finally, 
the three-dot icon in the top-right corner lets 
you access the app settings, which covers 
everything from notifications to privacy. Take 
time to peruse all of these options to set Skype 
up to meet your own personal needs. 

If you tap on a recent contact then you 
can instantly start typing out a message to 
that person and tap the smiley face icon to 
add emoticons (Fig 3). Or alternatively use the 
icons in the top-right corner of the screen to 
invite the person to a video chat or an audio 
chat. With Skype, communicating with other 
people has never been easier and although 
video-chatting may seem alien at first, you'll 
soon start to feel very much at home.

Go to the main settings screen, scroll down to 
the bottom and listed under the Connection 
section is an option called Skype WiFi. Tap it. 

2: Get the app 

You will be diverted with the Skype WiFi 
app screen on Google Play. Tap on Install to 
download and install the app on your device.

You can 
also display technical data.

Tap on Notifications to 
activate the service and also 
determine which aspects 
of the app can send you 
notifications and how. The 
Copy to phone book option, 
when enabled, will show 
your Skype contacts in your 
contacts database. 



6: About Skype 

The last option on the 
settings screen lets you 
find out more about your 
version of Skype. This section 
includes all of the terms of 
use and suchlike and also 
displays which version of the 
app you are using.

Skype is great for sending text 
messages. From the main screen, tap on 
the speech bubble at the top.

Store photos, videos and other files online and share them with friends and other apps 



ropbox is an essential app for tablet 
devices and this is reflected in the fact 
that Samsung has bundled it with some 
models. However, it is available for everyone 
to use and it's free in the Play Store. What's 
more, it can be installed on your phones and 
computers too, opening up possibilities for file 
storage, transfer and syncing. 

When you sign up to the Dropbox service, 
you are given 2GB of online storage space free 


of charge in which to store whatever files you 
like. The Dropbox app can be installed on as 
many phones, tablets and computers as you 
want for free and they all have access to the 
same online storage. 

The most obvious use for Dropbox, and 
one which the app prompts you to enable, 
is for storing the photographs taken on your 
tablet. Every time you take a photo, Dropbox 
automatically uploads it to your online storage 


in the background without you having to do 
anything. All your photos are stored safely and 
securely online and no-one but you can view 
them (Fig 1). 

Dropbox is not just for backing up 
photographs and it is general storage that 
can be used for any purpose. If you receive a 
lot of emails with attachments such as large 
files, you can save the attachment and this 
saves it to the Downloads folder on the device.

PDFs, images, documents, zips and other 
attachments can all be saved. You can then 
fire up Dropbox and upload everything in 
the Downloads folder to your online storage. 
There is no longer any need to keep a copy 
of the files on the device and this means that 
they are not consuming valuable storage 
space. With your downloads stored online, 
there is more space left on your Galaxy for 


installing apps, adding music and so on. 

Having plenty of free space on the tablet helps 
it to run more smoothly and prevents it from 
slowing down overtime, which is a common 
problem as the device ages. 

Dropbox provides secure online storage for 
your files that only you can access, but you 
have the option to share files with others if you 
want to (Fig 2). There are several ways to do 
this and in one of the tutorials we show how 
to share a photo that has been automatically 
uploaded to Dropbox. You can also get a link 
to a file and share it with friends, such as via 
email, and it enables them to access the file. 


This feature can be used when you want to 
email people large files. 

As you add files to your online storage, 
it can become difficult to find a photo, 
document or other item. There are a couple 
of ways to combat this and one is to create 
folders to organise your files. Press the Menu 
button and there is an option to create a folder. 
When files on the device are to be uploaded, 


you can select the folder to use first, then 
they are stored in a place where you can 
easily find them when you need them again. 
There is also a search facility (Fig 3) and this 
enables you to enter a full or partial name and 
then show all the matching files in Dropbox, 
wherever they are stored. 

The app even has a built-in text editor. Press 
the Menu button and choose the option to 
create a text file. An editor opens and you can 
type in or paste text and then store it online. 
Tapping a text file on Dropbox opens it for 
viewing and editing, which is really useful for 
taking notes. 


Upgrade account 

Get more online storage 

Dropbox provides 2GB of online storage 
space for free and if you shoot a lot of 
photos and videos, it doesn't take long 
for all the space to be used up. Upgrade 
to the Pro plan if you need more space. 

This provides a massive 100GB of 
online storage and is sufficient for around 
20,000 photos. It should keep you happily 
taking snaps for some time to come. Go 
to the Menu button and select 'Upgrade 
account' to start the process.

1: Sign up to Dropbox 

When Dropbox is first started, there is a series of introductory screens that show you 
a little of what the app can do. If you already have a Dropbox account and are familiar 
with its use, you can tap the 'Sign in' link and start using it straight away. If you are new 
to Dropbox, though, swipe left to move through the screens and when you reach the 
last one, there is an option to sign up for the service. This simply involves entering the 
usual details, such as your email address and thinking of a secure password for your 
account. Don't forget the latter or you won't be able to access your files if you sign out 
or try to access Dropbox from elsewhere, such as a computer. Once you have signed in, 
you can start the tutorials.

2: Using Camera 
Upload 

One of the newest features of 
Dropbox is Camera Upload, which 
automatically uploads any pictures 
that you take on your Galaxy Tab to 
your account. You will be given the 
option to activate this when signing 
up/in, but if you wish to activate it 
later then you can do so by going 
to Settings and then tapping on the 
Turn on Camera Upload option. When 
it has been activated, tap on 'What 
to upload' to determine whether 
just photos or photos and videos are 
uploaded to your account. 


3: Save files as 
favourites 




While in Dropbox, you should notice a 
row of icons at the top of the interface, 
one of which is a star icon. If you tap 
on an arrow next to a file and then 
choose the Favourite icon, the file 
will not only be marked as a favourite 
(which you will be able to access easily 
by tapping on the star icon at the top 
of the interface), it will be downloaded 
to your device so that you can access 
the file in question even if you don't 
have an internet connection. This 
handy feature ensures your essential 
files are always close at hand. 


4: Share to Dropbox from the Gallery 



1: Open Gallery 

Start the Gallery app, tap an album to open it 
and then tap one of the photos to view it. 
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2: Choose an option 

Tap the Share icon at the top to see the various 

sharing options. Tap 'Add to Dropbox'.

The Dropbox contents are displayed and you 
can select a folder to upload to and tap Add.

Tap it to share 
the selected file and bring up 
some sharing options. 


5: Sharing options 

A few sharing options are 
displayed and these will 
depend on what apps you 
have installed on your device. 
If you cannot see the option 
you want, press See All to 
show the full list of sharing 
options available. 


6: Share to Facebook 
Files can be emailed, added 
to other apps, sent to 
contacts and more. If you 
have Facebook installed, 
you can share your photos 
online and this is a useful 
feature. Type in a message to 
accompany it.

G oogle Drive can completely change the 
way you work with files and documents 
on your Samsung Galaxy. With the 
Google Drive app, you have access to all of 
your computer-stored files from your Galaxy. 
Google Drive is a cloud storage system that 
you can upload up to 15GB of data to for free. 
Once uploaded, that data can be accessed 
from any device that can log into Google 
Drive. You can then preview, download and 


even edit the files on your Galaxy using several 
separate free Google apps. 

By connecting you to your files stored in the 
cloud, you don't need to worry about eating 
up your Galaxy's internal storage - instead you 
can just pick and choose which files you want 
to download when you need them. Due to 
the fact that Google Drive stores files in the 
cloud, you won't be able to access all of your 
files when your Galaxy is offline. To make a 


file available offline, tap on the 7 icon next to 
its name, then tap 'Keep on device'. This will 
download and save the file to your Galaxy's 
local storage. 

Although in previous versions of Google 
Drive you could create files such as text 
documents, spreadsheets and presentations 
in the app, recent updates have seen these 
services migrate to three separate apps: 
Google Docs, Sheets (Fig 1) and Slides - all 
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Fig 1: Edit files in the Docs, Sheets and Slides apps 


three can be downloaded for free from 
the Play Store. Once a document has been 
created, you can invite your contacts to 
collaborate with you on it. Collaboration allows 
for multiple people to edit a document at the 
same time. You can even watch in live view as 
someone modifies a document. In a Google 
document, tap on the speech bubble icon 
to add notes to the doc, which can then be 


viewed by the other participants. Participants 
can then comment on the note and make 
the necessary changes to the document. 
Amendments are always recorded in a Google 
document, so you can easily return to a 
previous version of the doc at any time. Tap 
on the 'i' icon next to a document and scroll 
down to the General Info subheading to view 
all document activity. When collaborating, you 
can also decide how much control someone 
has over it (Fig 2): whether you want them to 
be able to edit or just view a doc is up to you. 

Spreadsheeting in Google Drive (via the 
Sheets app) functions in a similar way to

software like Microsoft Excel. You can create 
basic spreadsheets as well as add equations 
and functions. Presentations in Google Drive 
(via the Slides app) also work in a similar way 
to Microsoft PowerPoint. Graphics, images and 
animations can be added to a presentation. 
You can even connect your Galaxy to a screen 
wirelessly and then display your presentation 
straight off your device, using your Galaxy to 


control the presentation and to provide you 
with speaker notes. 

Google docs, sheets and slide presentations 
can be exported in a variety of formats (Fig 
3), making them viewable and editable in 
other apps. With a document open, tap the 
three-dots icon, then tap 'Share & export'. Flere 
you can either share the actual document 
with someone or make a copy of it for them 
to view and edit. Google Drive and its sister 
apps, Docs, Sheets and Slides, let you run a 
fully functioning office suite from your Galaxy, 
as well as upload, store and access gigabytes 
worth of files in a instant.

Get the new

The most recent update to Google Drive 
saw the editing functions moved to 
three separate apps - for documents, 
spreadsheets and presentations. To edit 
files in Google Drive, you will need to 
have these apps installed on your Galaxy. 
When you open a document, sheet 
or presentation in Google Drive, the 
appropriate app will be opened.

1: Create and upload a document 

Ensure that you have the Google Docs, Sheets and Slides apps installed and then, 
from the My Drive window in Google Drive, tap on Create in the bottom toolbar. A 
pop-up window provides options to create a new folder, document, spreadsheet or 
presentation. Tap Document. The new document will be opened in the Docs app. Tap 
the Back button to view the Docs app home page. Tap the three-dots icon next to your 
newly created document, then tap Rename to title the doc. Once you have created a 
doc, it will be uploaded straight to your Google Drive cloud storage, as long as you have 
a data or Wi-Fi connection. By default, any docs created on your Galaxy will be kept on 
the device, but you can uncheck this option to store them only in your Drive.

created folder, then tap Move. Tap 
the T icon next to a file name, then 
tap the star icon to favourite the file. 
From this menu you can also share 
and download the file and make it 
available for offline use.

Tap on Table from the 'A' 
formatting menu, then tap 
Insert Table. Select a quantity 
of rows and columns, then 
tap Insert Table. The table will 
be placed into the document. 
Tap on a box to select it and 
add text to it or format it. 


6: Modify tables 

Tap on a table in order to 
modify it. Tap on the blue 
arrows to select an entire 
row or column. Tap on 
the various '+' icons to add 
rows or columns, or use 
the formatting menu to 
remove them.

Use Google Now to keep abreast of the latest news and events, and to search the web 


G oogle Now is two tools in one and it is 
a way to access Google search, and also 
a way of discovering information that is 
useful to you. It is built into recent versions of 
Android and to access it on a Galaxy, you long- 
press the home button and then tap the 'g' 
(Google) icon at the bottom of the screen. 

Using the search facility is very similar to 
searching on the Google website. You can tap 
in the Google Now search box and type in a 
word or phrase to find. You can also speak your 
search queries since voice recognition is built 
in. This is great for people who find it awkward 
to deal with the on-screen keyboard and you 
can just say what you want. 

The most exciting aspect of Google Now is 
the information cards that are displayed below 
the search box. They can contain a variety of 
different types of information and it might 
at first seem a bit barren and uninteresting. 

As you continue to use Google Now, it will 
suggest cards you might like, such as updates 
for websites you frequently visit, news stories, 
weather forecasts and so on. You can choose 
whether you want to see a particular category 
of card and if you don't want it, just swipe it 
away and it will disappear for a while. 

Using the location services of your phone, 
Google Now will recognise where you work 
and places you frequently visit. It will then ask 
you whether you would like travel and traffic 
information to those places. You might not see 
this suggestion straight away on a new phone, 
so persevere: it can take a while for Google 
Now to work out the places you like to visit. 

It is possible to add certain cards to Google 
Now using the wizard button at the bottom. 
For example, you can follow your favourite 
sports teams and cards are displayed that 
show the latest news or match reports. It can 
even show live scores during play, which is a 
fantastic addition. 

The app is aware of your location and it 
can show nearby attractions, so try it when 
you are out. It can show currency conversion 
information, the time at home if you are in a 
different time zone, and more. 
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Add reminders 

Google Now can remind 
you of upcoming events 
at times or locations. 
Scroll down and tap on 
the finger-bow icon in 
the lower-left corner 
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Add cards and get information 


1: Add more cards 


As you continue to use Google Now, it will 
suggest things you might like, such as updates 
to websites you visit, reminders about bills, 
weather forecasts and so on. You can tap 
these and indicate whether you are interested 
in them or not. If you tap YES, the card will be 
added. You can also tap the wizard button at 
the bottom and a list of items you can add is 
displayed. For example, tap the option to add 
stocks and shares and enter a company or 
market to monitor. 




2: Use your voice to 
search for things 

Typing on an on-screen keyboard with large 
fingers and little feedback isn't easy. You don't 
need to type your search queries, though, 
and it is possible to simply speak them into 
your device. When you want to use the search 
facility in Google Now, just say "OK, Google" to 
wake it up. It then pays attention to whatever 
you say and it searches for what you ask. The 
results are just like any other Google search, 
except that Google Now speaks back to you. 

At the bottom of the search results are buttons 
to refine the results, such as Maps, Shopping 
and so on.

3: Explore nearby places 

When you are out and travelling, either for 
pleasure or business, check Google Now 
wherever you are because it often has 
information about the area around you. It can 
come up with some really useful suggestions, 
such as interesting places to visit, and it might 
ask if you care about the travel time to it. Tap 
YES to add a card. It might show photo spots 
nearby as a collection of thumbnails. Tap them 
to view larger images of the places you might 
like to visit. 



4: Add sports and 
favourite teams 
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1: Customise Google Now 

Tap the wizard wand at the bottom of 
Google Now and then tap Sports. 



2: Add your interests

S Voice 

Learn how to control your device using voice commands and save both time and typing 



S Voice is a multifunctional app provided 
by Samsung that lets you ask questions, 
perform actions and get results, all simply 
by speaking. It is a brilliant feature of Samsung 
devices and S Voice springs into action when 
the Home key is double-tapped. You can ask 
it questions like 'What is the weather forecast?' 
and it will show you not only what the 
weather is like for today, but also for the week 
ahead. It is really quite clever and the voice 
recognition is excellent. Unlike some voice 
recognition systems, no training is needed 
and it just works straight away. 

You can call people without having to 
search Contacts for their number or manually 
type it into the number pad. If you want to call 
Bob, you just need to double-tap Home and 
say 'Call Bob mobile' and it will look up Bob's 
mobile number and dial it for you. What could 
be simpler? It can be configured to answer 
incoming calls too, which is perfect when you 
have dirty or wet hands and don't want to 
touch the screen or buttons. 

If you find typing using the on-screen 
keyboard tedious and slow, you can speak 
text messages and S Voice will send them for 
you. You don't even need to touch the screen 
and this is not only easier, you can speak faster 
than you can type, so it is quicker too. Memos 
can be created by starting with 'Memo' and 
continuing with whatever information or 
task you need to remember. Again, it saves 
typing notes, memos and to-do lists using the 
on-screen keyboard. 

S Voice knows all about times and dates 
and this enables you to set a timer by saying 
'Set timer for 3 minutes' when you are boiling 
an egg, or 'Set alarm for 7am' when you go 
to bed at night. Reminders are very easy and 
you can say things like 'Remind me tomorrow 
to call Tom'. Appointments can be made by 
saying something like 'New event: Dentist 
tomorrow at 3pm'. S Voice will respond 
with 'Should I add this appointment to your 
calendar?' Tap Save or just say it and it is done. 
Try experimenting with various commands to 
see what it can do; you may be surprised.

S Translator is an excellent utility for people 
who travel, have friends that live or work 
abroad, or who use foreign language 
websites and services. It is a tool that enables 
you to translate from one language to 
another. It is simple to use, but it is also very 
effective and very useful. You can select any 
two languages and the obvious pair would be 
your own language and that of the country 
you are visiting or person you want to talk to. 
You can type in a word or phrase into the top 
half of the screen, tap the Translate button 
and almost instantly it is displayed in the 
selected language in the bottom half 
To save you having to type in long phrases 
using the device's keyboard, you can simply 
speak the phrase. S Translator has voice 
recognition built in and this enables it to 
tell what you are saying, convert it into text 
and then into the other language. What's 
more, it can even speak the phrase out 
loud. Press the Speak button to hear it. As 
you use S Translator, you will see an option 
to download high-quality voices and this is 
useful for making the speech clearer. 

Suppose you are talking to someone and 
cannot understand what they are saying. Just 
tap the Speak button and get them to say 
it to the phone. You'll see the translation on 
the screen and hear it. You can also speak the 
phrase in English, and the phone translates it 
and plays it aloud in French, German, Italian 
or whatever language you want. It is probably 
the closest thing you'll get to a Star Trek 
universal translator. 

In addition to translating text on the fly, 
there is a library of preset phrases built in. 
These are organised into categories like 
greetings, hotels, directions and so on. You 
can browse the categories, view the phrases 
and listen to them being spoken. It is a good 
idea to create a list of your most used phrases 
by tapping the star icon to add them to the 
Favourites list. This makes them easier to 
access when you are in a hurry. It's handy for 
your holidays and business trips abroad, so 
add it to your home screen.

Tap the button you want to translate from 
and a notification to speak now appears on 
the screen. Say a phrase and when you stop, 
it automatically translates it, shows the text on 
the screen and speaks it too.

amsung Link (previously known as 
'AllShare Play') provides a nifty platform 
from where you can share multimedia 
content - plus documents/files, for that matter 
- between compatible devices. 

So for example, once you are logged 
into your Samsung account and are initially 
connected to the same network (on all the 
devices that you want to register/share), if 
you had a Samsung Galaxy S2 with a video 


that you want to play, you can load up the 
Samsung Link software on your Samsung 
Galaxy S5, browse to the S2 and then start to 
stream the content across. 

However, the beauty of Samsung Link is 
that you are not just limited to sharing content 
between mobile devices, as you can install 
software on your PC (Fig 1). 

In effect, the multimedia streaming works 
on the same principle as a DLNA server, 


which can stream content between itself and 
the player. 

However, as an added bonus, while we 
mentioned briefly that you need to be on the 
same network to register a device for the first 
time, after this has happened you can then 
access the content of the connected devices 
remotely, such as when not at home (Fig 2). 

Just imagine if you are away on business 
and you want to keep in contact with your 
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Samsung Link

loved ones. They could use their camera to 
take a photo; this photo is then automatically 
added to the Link app. You can then view the 
same shot from your own device from any 
location as long as you have a respectable 
internet connection. Note that port forwarding 
may be required for this to work with firewall- 
protected routers. 


Additionally, the software can also be 
utilised with web storage (Fig 3); this includes 
the setting up of existing online services 
such as Box, Dropbox and OneDrive (this is 
something we cover in more detail later). This 
way you can store or retrieve various items 
from the latter services and all of the devices 
linked to the same Samsung account will have 
access to the web storage, as it syncs any 
changes across the board. 

Setting up the PC software is also useful as 
the Samsung Link software can be utilised to 
perform auto backups of photos and videos (a 
feature it likes to call 'Auto upload'). 


So, if you take photos on your tablet's 
camera, you can designate a location (PC or 
cloud storage) to send them to automatically 
once they are taken. This way if your phone 
ever gets damaged, your multimedia content 
is backed up. It also saves time later on, as you 
don't have to connect your phone to your 
computer in order to copy the images across. 


Mind you, Samsung does have another app 
available from the Store (though it may be 
included on your device by default) that shares 
similarities with Samsung Link. 

Group Play is the app in question and it's 
really aimed at the newer Galaxy handsets, 
such as the Samsung Galaxy Tab S and S5 
(note that some features are not supported 
on certain devices). It's a fantastic app 
that provides a means of sharing your 
smartphone's local content - such as videos, 
photos, music, documents and even games - 
with other devices that have joined your local 
group (Fig 4).

With Samsung Link, you can also use the 
service with a Samsung Galaxy Camera 
and a compatible smart TV by logging 
them in with the same Samsung account. 
On the Galaxy Camera side, the more 
traditional camera models - with Wi-Fi

a television, whereas the Android-based 
camera models work similarly to their 
smartphone counterparts.

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Setting up your Samsung Link devices 

1: Set up Samsung Link on your computer 

The first stage is to open your browser and head to link.samsung.com. From 
here, log in with your Samsung account and then click on the Start button 
to download the software and launch the setup wizard. Once the install 
completes, make a note of the default media path - this is a location on your 
PC from where you add your shared files. A small icon will then be installed to 
your taskbar and the main interface will load in the browser, with a series of 
tabs at the top (photos, music, videos, documents, files) and your registered 
device(s) on the left-hand side. Once you select your computer or video tab, it's 
useful to install the 'K-Lite Basic codec' when prompted, as this will help with 
video streaming. You can now copy/paste content into the default media path 
location or use your smartphone (we cover this process later). Then when you 
return to the interface, it will start to populate the tabs and you can start to 
manipulate the content.

From your Samsung device, 
launch Samsung Link (or 
download it from the 
Samsung Store) and log in 
with the same Samsung 
account you used for the PC.

Samsung Link supports a variety of media 
formats such as BMP, JPG, MOV, MP3 and 
MP4 - a full list can be found in Samsung's 
support section. However, it won't work with 
DRM-protected files. Also, some file types 
that run on a PC won't necessarily run on a 
smart TV, such as M4V videos. With the PC 
and mobile devices, it all depends on the 
default player, so you may be able to grab an 
alternative app if certain files fail to run. 



10: Use Link with Group Play 



In the app, you can access pre-downloaded 
photos from, say, the 'All content' menu and 
then long-press a thumbnail to select which 
photos to include. The share icon can then be 
used to push them to Group Play. From the 
host, you then create a group which others can 


join, and select 'Share images'. The beauty here 
is that all parties can control the pics and even 
draw on the screen or add more photos via the 
top icons. However, as a host you can use the 
main menu to save a photo or set the session 
to private (your swipes don't mirror).

Samsung Kies 3 



We look at the desktop software used for syncing your mobile device data and installing firmware 



S amsung Kies is a desktop companion 
to your Samsung Galaxy tablet or 
smartphone that lets you manage and 
transfer files. Kies comes in two flavours: 
version 3 which is the latest incarnation that 
is designed for Android OS version 4.3 or later 
(such as the Samsung Galaxy S5) and version 
2.6 which is designed for older devices (such 
as the Samsung Galaxy S2). Unfortunately, even 
if you wanted to try an older device in Kies 


3, a message will politely pop up telling you 
to install the older version. As a result, for this 
feature we will be focusing purely on those 
devices capable of running Kies version 3. 

Kies is a software companion to your Galaxy 
and by that we mean it provides a platform 
where you can import multimedia (Fig 1) 
(photos, music, videos and so on) from your PC 
or Mac to your Galaxy and vice versa - you 
can export content from Galaxy to PC. 


The software also provides synchronisation 
support (Fig 2) for Outlook, so by connecting 
your device via USB (for some reason Samsung 
removed the wireless option in the newer 4.3 
ROMs so you are stuck with the cable), you 
can connect to the latter to keep the contacts, 
to-do tasks and calendar entries updated 
between the two platforms. Therefore, any 
changes made on one can be synced to the 
other and vice versa.

Again, this process is covered in more depth 
later on, but we need to point out that in order 
to sync contacts you can only do so from 
those locally installed on the device and not 
from, say, your Google contacts. Additionally, 
the version of Outlook supported does not - 
at the time of writing - work with Office 365. 

However, we do look at how to transfer 
content (including contacts) from a different 


things. When used in conjunction with the 
backup process, you have a safer way of 
adding the latest firmware to your device and 
ensuring it is up to date. 

For example, if the latter goes wrong during 
the update process and wipes key data off 
the device, at least you have a method of 
restoring it. Granted, on most Samsung Galaxy 
devices you can quickly update the firmware

make of phone entirely, courtesy of the 
Samsung Smart Switch software. 

Speaking of transfer, the Kies software can 
also be used to back up your entire device or 
individual components (Fig 3); for example, 
you can select to back up just your photos and 
videos if you so wish or, alternatively, system- 
specific functions such Wi-Fi settings. Once it's 
backed up, in the event of your device getting 
stolen or damaged, you can restore the 
contents back to the replacement device. 

Another key feature of the Samsung Kies 
software is the firmware upgrade side of 


over a wireless connection using the update 
procedure via Settings>About. However, the 
Kies software sometimes gets the firmware 
before the OTA (over-the-air) version, so it's 
well worth checking out (Fig 4). 

A prime example of this was on the older 
Galaxy S2. When the phone was stating there 
was no upgrade, the Kies software did, so it's 
useful in this regard. 

Over the next few pages we will take a look 
at the majority of featured that Samsung Kies 
3 supports and you may be surprised at how 
useful it could be. 


Supported files 

Compatible file types 

With Samsung Kies you can import a 
variety of media content into your PC or 
Mac library and then transfer them across 
to your Galaxy device. 

Most of standard files are supported by 
Kies and it will showcase what these are 
in a drop-down box when you import. 
AVI, DIVX, MP4, MOV, MKV video files; 

MP3, WAV, M4A music files; and JPG, BMP 
and TIFF photo formats are all supported. 
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Syncing and the backup/restore process 

1: Sync your device's contacts with Kies 

As we mentioned in the introduction, with Kies 3 you can currently only sync 
Outlook contacts and those contacts stored locally on your Galaxy device. 

After launching Kies, plug in your Galaxy and select the device in the list and 
then, on the right, choose the Sync tab. You can then select if you want to sync 
just contacts, to-do (tasks) and calendar entries or sync them all. For now we 
will sync just the contacts. At this stage it should start to communicate with 
Outlook and your default datafile (folder) will pop up underneath with an array 
of options. From here you can stick with the default All' option which will sync 
across to all datafiles or you can pick which datafile you want to sync to. Finally, 
you need to pick the Sync direction (via the drop-down tab), which tells the 
software whether to make the process one-way or both ways; ie sync contacts 
to both your computer and smartphone. Once this is done, select Sync to start 
the process. 



2: Back up your device 


3: Recovering a device 



With your device attached, 
run Kies and select the 'Back 
up/Restore' option on the 
right. A list of what you can 
back up will appear below. 
You can choose 'Select all 
items' to back up everything 
or you can select individual 
components, including your 
apps. For this part, choose 
'Select individually' to pick 
the ones you want and then 
click Confirm. Once you are 
ready to back up, just select 
Backup at the top. 



When your device is plugged in, select 'Back up/Restore' and 
then choose the large icon, 'Restore data'. From here you can 
select from the drop-down list which backup file you want 
to restore from. Once this is selected, you can then pick what 
contents you want to restore back to your phone; eg your 
photos/Wi-Fi settings. Alternatively, you can use the 'Find file' 
option at the base to restore from a previous version of Kies. 
Once you are ready, select the Restore option to finish. 


4: Viewing photos from your device 



1: Access your Galaxy's Photos 

Plug your Samsung Galaxy device into your 
computer via the USB cable and then launch 
Kies. At the top-left corner below your device, 
select the Photos option. This will then display 
the device's pictures in thumbnail format. 



2: Manipulate your Galaxy photos 
It may take a while for the thumbnails to 
generate, but once they are complete you can 
sort the pictures via the top tabs, or right-click 
a thumbnail and from the resulting menu 
choose the Delete option to remove it. 



3: Save device photos to your PC 

Select a thumbnail or hold down the Ctrl key 
to select multiple thumbnails at once and 
then right-click the file and choose the option 
'Save to PC'. Now you can save the file(s) to a 
location on your computer. 
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5: Explore the preferences 
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1: Access the Preferences option 

With your Samsung Galaxy device connected 
to Kies, you will be able to access the 
Preferences option. To do this, select the Tools 
menu at the top of the screen and then from 
the resulting list, select Preferences. 



2: Change the default folder 

From the General tab, you can change the 
software's default location. This is also where 
backups are stored. Select the Change option 
and then browse your computer and use the 
Select Folder option to confirm the change. 
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3: Initialise your contacts sync log 

Within the Preferences, select the Device tab 
at the top of the screen. From here you can 
select Contacts or Schedule/To-do field boxes 
and then choose 'Initialise syncing log' to reset 
this back to its original state. 



4: Managing your Galaxy's backups 

Within the same window, you can also see 
any backups that you have previously run. By 
selecting a backup, you will then have the 
option to erase this via the Delete option. This 
would be useful for managing the backups. 
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5: Multimedia Data Storage Option 

Directly below the backup section, you can 
tick the 'Multimedia Data Storage Option'. 
This way, any content you save onto your 
PC from your device (photos, music etc) will 
automatically be added to your library. 



6: Check for Samsung Kies updates 
Finally, select the Update tab and this next 
screen will allow you to select the 'Check for 
updates' option to see if there are any updates 
for Samsung Kies. You can also toggle the 
Notify option to be alerted about updates.

8: Transfer media to your Samsung Galaxy 


There are a few ways to transfer content 
from the PC to your device. The easiest is to 
select your local library (eg Videos), then use 
the Ctrl key to select multiple items. At the 
top of the interface you will now see a small 
icon to the right of the bin icon. If you select 
this, the selected contents will be transferred 
to your device. Alternatively, you can select 
your device library and choose the '+' icon to 
browse your PC and add files this way. 



9: Dealing with problems connecting to Kies 

Most of the time, Kies will run smoothly and 
your device will connect without a problem. 
However, when an issue does occur and 
you can't connect, there are a few options 
to try. The first is to disconnect your phone 
and try plugging it into a different USB port. 
Alternatively, head to the Tools menu and 
choose the option 'Reinstall device driver'; 
this will replace the potentially damaged USB 
driver and install it from scratch. 




With Kies you can reinstall the latest firmware back on to your device to resolve any unwanted side 
effects with your current device. First, make sure you have backed up your files using our previous 
guide. Then head to the Tools menu and select 'Firmware upgrade and initialisation'. At this stage 
it will ask you to install a driver, but first you need to remove your USB cable before selecting 
Install. Once installation is complete, plug in your device and after the driver reinstalls, go back to 
the earlier firmware option and select it to reinstall the stock firmware.

12: Transfer data from a non-Samsung device 



1: Select transfer menu option 

Connect your Samsung device to the Kies 
software and once the interface has initialised, 
select the Tools menu and then choose 
Transfer Data from a Non-Samsung Device'.
